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Report of the 1959 Annual Town Meeting 
and Election 
Annual Meeting Held Feb. 17, 18, 19 and 20 
Annual Election Held February 24 


In accordance with the Warrant for the Annual Town Meeting and 
Election duly published and posted as directed, the Town Meeting Mem- 
bers met at the Memorial Auditorium, Lawrence High School, on the 
seventeenth day of February, 1959 at 7:00 o’clock p.m. to act upon the 
articles contained therein. 


The tellers appointed and sworn to office were: 


Walter T. Malley Herve C. Houde 
Chauncey L, Crocker 


Officers in attendance were: 
John L. Ferreira Reginald J. Campbell, Jr. 


Mrs. Ruth E. Nelson was sworn as stenographer for the duration of 
the meeting. 


The meeting was called to order at 7:16 o’clock p.m. by the Moderator, 
Milford R. Lawrence. 


The Town Meeting Members were counted with 148 announced pres- 
ent and a quorum declared present, the necessary number to constitute 
a quorum for the meeting being 110. 

The invocation was offered by Reverend Ralph H. Long, Pastor of the 
First Congregational Church, Falmouth. 


The Moderator stated that all the Articles in the warrant except 
Article 1 (Elections) would be called and the substance of each Article 
would be stated to the Meeting, and upon completion of the call as to 
those Articles in which there were no controversies or debate, or infor- 
mation desired, there would be one vote offered which would adopt the 
recommendations of the Finance Committee and in the Zoning Articles 
the recommendations of the Planning Board as the action of the Meeting. 


The Moderator further stated the Articles were the same as shown 
in the printed booklet constituting the report of the Finance Committee, 
a copy of which was in possession of every Town Meeting Member. 


The Moderator further stated that any Town Meeting Member desir- 
ing any Article debated or subjected to inquiry or explanation would call 
out the word “hold” when the particular Article was called and its sub- 
stance and recommendation explained and that such Article would be 
marked for further separate individual consideration. 


The Moderator stated that even on those Articles not marked “hold”, 
the Chairman of the Finance Committee would give notice of reconsider- 
ation so that the action taken on the “hold” Articles could be reconsidered 
later by a motion to reconsider. 


The Moderator thereupon called all the Articles in their order in the 
Warrant, and stated the substance of each and the recommendation of the 
Finance Committee and or the Planning Board. 
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The Articles numbered as follows were requested by the Town Meet-

The Town Department Study Committee submitted the following 
report: 


The Town Department Study Committee was established by vote of 
the 1958 Annual Town Meeting with the following directive: 


“. . that a special study committee undertake an organizational sur- 
vey of all Town Departments with the thought in mind of mechanizing 
their functions and consolidating the work wherever practicable and pos- 
sible and let the committee be instructed to report to the Town at the 
next annual Town Meeting with findings and recommendations.” 


The Committee as originally established consisted of the following 
members: 
Mr. Harry L. Crooks (who was elected Chairman) 
Mr. Felicio M. Franco, Jr. 
Mr. Henry G. Behrens 
Mr. Frank L. Nickerson 
Mr. James F. Wynne (appointed Secretary) 
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At its first meeting Mr. Franco advised that the press of duties in the 
Clerk-Treasurer’s office was such that he asked to be relieved of mem- 
bership. Mr. Robert C. Tait accepted membership as a replacement for 
Mr. Franco. 


Regular meetings, held by the Committee during the year, were de- 
voted primarily to preliminary discussions with Department Heads in 
reviewing work-load in each office; collecting copies of all forms and 
form-letters used in each Department’s operations; carefully reviewing 
work-flow and detailed procedures involved in each activity; and obtain- 
ing information as to the use or greater possible use of office equipment 
in mechanizing routine operations. 


The first regular meeting of the Committee was devoted to discus- 
sions with the Clerk-Treasurer and Chief of the Fire Department relative 
to billing and collection procedures for ambulance charges as specifically 
directed by the 1958 Annual Town Meeting. Suggestions for improve- 
ments were agreed upon by the Departments concerned and have been 
put into effect including a system of follow-up om bills remaining uncol- 
lected for any unusual length of time. 


During the year, meetings were held with the following major De- 
partments: 


Clerk-Treasurer Assessor’s Office 
Chief, Fire Department Tax Collector 
Building Commissioner Town Accountant 
Plumbing Inspector Water Department 
Wiring Inspector Welfare Department 


Early in our discussions, it became apparent that there exists a more 
than normal duplication of information, records and, in some cases, equip- 
ment among the various departments. Due to the historical establishment 
and growth of the Town’s Departments a certain aloofness and inde- 
pendence of action appears to exist. Very little exchange of basic data 
or information between Departments in certain common activities was 
found; leading to duplication of effort and records in obtaining and re- 
cording common data. 


Similar routine duties such as opening and recording of mail, mimeo- 
graphing and duplicating work, billing, collecting, messenger services, 
typing, and routine clerical work are all handled individually by each 
Department with little or no exchange of personnel, equipment or 
facilities. 


The absence of any formally established Office, Board, or Committee, 
in the past, to study and facilitate such coordination as well as certain 
legal impediments to relying on other Departments’ records has un- 
doubtedly been responsible for existing conditions. 


It was encouraging to your Committee to find that many of the De- 
partment Heads were similarly aware and concerned with these problem 
areas and indicated a high degree of willingness to cooperate in further 
study looking forward to improvements. 


With the approval of this Town Meeting, your committee purposes 
to continue discussions with Department Heads during 1959; to interview 
representatives of different office equipment manufacturers; to visit 
neighboring Towns where some degree of mechanization has been ob- 
tained in municipal operations; and to secure closer coordination in de- 
partmental procedures where the Department Chiefs concerned are in 
mutual agreement. 


The continuance of the Town Department Study Committee for an 
additional year is recommended.

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The following resolution was presented by Watson W. Baker, Jr., of 
the Falmouth Junior Chamber of Commerce: 


WHEREAS, the Statutes of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts make 
it a crime against public health for any person not the parent or the 
guardian to give a cigarette to a person under eighteen years of age, and 


WHEREAS, the Statutes expressly make it the duty of all preceptors 
and teachers to exert their best endeavors to impress on the minds of 
children and youth committed to their care and instruction the principles 
of sobriety, moderation, and temperance and those other virtues which 
are the basis upon which human society is founded and also to point out 
to them the evil tendency of the opposite vices, and 


WHEREAS, the current practice presently permitted by the School 
Committee whereby certain students in the Falmouth High School are 
permitted to smoke tobacco on the school grounds is incompatible with 
the principles of good health and tends to encourage a disregard for the 
laws of the State which it is the duty of every teacher to encourage his 
pupils to respect, 


NOW THEREFORE, be it resolved that it is the sense of this meeting 
that the School Committee be instructed to prohibit smoking by students 
at the school at any time and that the teachers be instructed to point 
out the injurious effects of tobacco and to imppress on the minds of chil- 
dren and youth committed to their care the importance of high regard 
for the laws of the State. 


By a counted vote 22 voted in favor, 121 against and the resolution 
was not passed. 


The following resolution was presented by Lloyd Bemis, Chairman 
of the Falmouth Beach Committee: 


RESOLVED, that adequate beach areas for the use of Falmouth res- 
idents and their guests are essential to the prosperity of the Town; and 
that, WHEREAS no such beach presently exists on the Buzzards Bay 
shore between Chapoquoit and Woods Hole, the Beach Committee be re- 
quested to explore the possibility of acquiring beach property for the 
establishment of a Town Beach in this area, and to report its recom- 
mendations to the next annual Town Meeting.

The following excerpt from the Massachusetts Legislative Acts of 
1958 was read by Moderator Milford R. Lawrence: 


Excerpt from Chapter 626, Acts of 1958, Amending Section 23 of 
Chapter 39 of the General Laws. 


“Section 23A. All meetings of every district, city, and town board, 
commission and school committee, and the meetings of the governing 
board of every local housing authority, shall be open to the public and to 
the press unless such board, commission or school committee shall vote 
to go into the executive session. Such executive session may be held only 
for the purpose of discussing, deliberating or voting on those matters 
which by general or special statute; or federal grant-in-aid requirements, 
cannot be made public, and those matters which if made public might 
adversely affect the public security, the financial interest of the district, 
city, town or local housing authority, or the reputation of any person. 


Except in an emergency, no meeting of any district, city or town 
board, commission or school committee, and no meeting of the governing 
board of any local housing authority, shall be held unless a notice of 
such meeting has been filed at least twenty-four hours prior to such

meeting with the clerk of such district, city or town, or, in the case of 
a local housing authority, with the clerk of the city or town wherein 
such local housing authority has been appointed. Upon receipt of such 
notice by any such clerk he shall immediately cause the same, or a copy 
thereof, to be posted publicly in his office or on the principal official 
bulletin board of the district, city or town. For the purposes of this 
section, “emergency” shall mean a situation where immediate, undelayed 
action is deemed to be imperative. 


Every district, city or town board, commission and school committee 
and the governing board of every local housing authority shall maintain 
accurate records of their meetings, setting forth the action taken at each 
meeting, including executive sessions. A summary of all matters voted 
shall be made available with reasonable promptness after each meeting; 
provided, however, that votes taken in executive session may remain 
secret so long as their publication would defeat the lawful purposes of 
the executive session, but no longer. The records of each meeting shall 
become a public record and be available to the public upon being ap- 
proved; provided, however, that the records of any executive session 
may remain secret so long as their publication would defeat the lawful 
purposes of the executive session, but no longer. 


Section 23B No person shall address a public meeting of a town 
board, commission or school committee without leave of the presiding 
officer at such meeting, and all persons shall, at the request of such pre- 
siding officer, be silent. If, after warning from the presiding officer, a 
person persists in disorderly behavior, said officer may order him to 
withdraw from the meeting, and, if he does not withdraw, may order a 
constable or any other person to remove him and confirm him in some 
convenient place until the meeting is adjourned.” 


Excerpt from a Publication by the Massachusetts Federation of Tax- 
payers Associations Regarding Filing Notices of Meetings with the Town 
Clerk. 


“Notification to the city or town clerk for public posting at least 
twenty-four hours before any meeting is made a condition for the holding 
of a legal meeting. Failure to give such notice, it would appear, might 
invalidate any proceedings at the meeting.”

payable in accordance with the provisions of said Chapter 44, so that 
the whole loan shall be paid in not more than twenty-five (25) years from 
the date of issue of the first bond or note. 

By a counted vote, 157 voted in favor, 5 voted against, the motion 
prevailed by more than the necessary two-thirds vote, a quorum being 
present. 

This vote was passed on February 18. 


Article 18. To see if the Town will vote to accept the layouts, reloca- 
tions and alterations of the following roads and act on the abandonment 
of such portions of said roads as appear advisable, said entire list of roads 
to be acted upon in this article being as follows:

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Voted, that the Town accept the layout, relocation and alteration of 
Katharine Lee Bates Road from Shore Street Extension easterly to Gifford 
Street and raise and appropriate $10,000 for the necessary taking, said 
taking to be under the supervision of the Board of Selectmen.

The Board feels that certain 
provisions of Section 20 are necessary and desirable and should remain 
effective. Under the wording of the Article, the question of the merits 
of the particular provisions which the Article is designed to circumvent 
does not arise. While the Board may be persuaded that Section 20 needs 
revision and improvement, it does not approve of an amendment, such 
as this, which is uncomprehensive, and uncoordinated with other ap- 
propriate sections of the by-law.

The Planning Board submitted an official report of its recommenda- 
tion for no action on Article 30 for the following reason:— 


This Article proposes an extension of an existing Business District 
along the boundary of an existing Light Industrial District. The general 
area to the North and West is almost exclusively in business or industrial 
use. The general area to the South and East contains a number of quasi- 
business uses such as professional offices and rooming houses. The peti- 
tioner’s plans for a pharmacy and accessory professional offices seem 
well designed and suitable. The change proposed by this Article would 
not seem incongruous or inappropriate in relation to the existing uses 
and zoning in the area. 


The Board is concerned, however, over the probable effect of the 
addition of another business establishment to this particular area. The 
proposed locus is opposite the center of a three-way intersection. This 
is the junction of State Route #28 with the State Highway to Woods 
Hole; it is also the beginning of Main Street, which leads to the Fal- 
mouth business center. As such, the intersection carries a very large 
amount of traffic, especially during the summer months. The paved 
surfaces of the three ways are only about 24 feet wide, and the driver 
visibility at the intersection is poor from all approaches due to trees, 
hedges, and a dwelling now on the subject parcel. 

Although the petitioner’s plans for development call for alledgedly 
adequate off-street parking, the access to and from such parking area 
would be onto Locust Street only about 100 feet south of the center of 
the intersection. 

The Board is of the opinion that the introduction to this area of any 
further activity or use, business or otherwise, which would tend to in- 
erease the number of vehicle movements in or adjacent to this already 
overloaded and hazardous intersection would be unwise.

By a counted vote of 120 in favor, 45 against the adoption of Article 
30 prevailed by more than the necessary two-thirds vote, a quorum being 
present. 


Article 31. To see if the Town will vote to amend the Zoning By- 
Law by striking out paragraph (k) of Section 2 thereof, and substituting 
therefor the following paragraph: 

“Lot: A parcel of land under one ownership delineated by a closed, 
solid line and shown on a plan endorsed by the Planning Board or filed 
at the Land Court or the Registry of Deeds.” 

On request of the Planning Board. 


The Planning Board submitted an official report of its recommenda- 
tion to the meeting and said report was read to those assembled. The 
recommendation was for the adoption of Article 31 for the following 
reason:— 

The present definition of “lot” in the Zoning By-law is vague and 
essentially meaningless. The proposed definition is clear and concise 
and will eliminate controversy over the nature of a “lot” as used in the 
By-law. 

Voted, that the Town amend the Zoning By-Law by striking out 
paragraph (k) of Section 2 thereof, and substituting therefor the fol- 
lowing paragraph:

An engraved silver mounted gavel as a small but symbolic remem- 
brance and “Thank You” for his many wonderful years as Moderator.

A RESOLUTION 


The following resolution was offered by Miss Anne E. Buckbee: 


WHEREAS it is the purpose of the Town Meeting to decide what is 
best for the entire town of Falmouth rather than choose among partisan 
contenders; and 


WHEREAS the efficient and effective conduct of Town Meeting re- 
quires that its members be fully informed of the merits and problems 
involved in the issues to be presented; and 


WHEREAS it is the duty of all elected Town Meeting members to 
attend the hearings on warrant articles held by the planning board, fi- 
nance committee, and selectmen, as well as the precinct meetings and 
other similar meetings held by official or unofficial groups; and 

WHEREAS the representative system requires that the individual 
citizen also be informed so that he may advise his representative as to 
his opinions with respect to any articles and when desired ask him be- 
fore the meeting convenes to “hold” any articles for debate; and 


WHEREAS the warrant is now published a month before the meeting 
for the purpose of enabling all voters to be informed regarding the busi- 
ness of the meeting; 


NOW THEREFORE be it resolved that the following measures be 
instituted to facilitate the foregoing objects: 

(1) That the selectmen be requested to print the warrant in the 
newspaper in a larger-sized type with a wider column so that it may be 
more easily read by all voters; 

(2) That the selectmen insist upon the filing of reports by depart- 
ment heads and all reporting committees as early as possible in January 
so that the Town Report may be available well in advance of Town 
Meeting; 

(3) That the finance committee be requested to supply all Town 
Meeting members with the booklet containing the articles of the war- 
rant with the recommendations of the finance committee and planning 
board a few days before the meeting; and 

(4) That all Town Meeting members and all voters of the town be 
reminded that the success of self-government depends upon their dis- 
charging the duties and responsibilities of representative and citizen. 


Voted, that this resolution was adopted by an affirmative vote. 


Article 109. To see if the Town will vote to delete the word “Feb- 
ruary” in Section 1 of the By-Law relating to when the Annual Town 
Meeting shall be held so that the By-Law will now read:— 

The Annual Town Meeting shall be held on the first or second Tues- 
day after the first Wednesday in March but that portion of said meeting 
heid for Election of Town officers shall take place on the succeeding 
Tuesday. 

On request of the Board of Selectmen. 

Voted, that the Town change Section 1 of the By-Law relating to 
when the Annual Town Meeting shall be held so that the By-Law will 
now read:— 

The Annual Town Meeting shall be held on the first Monday in 
March, but that portion of said meeting held for Election of Town offi- 
cers shall take place on the second succeeding Tuesday thereafter. 

Passed by a majority vote. 
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Article 110. To see if the Town will vote to install parking meters 
on Grand Avenue (South) from the Casino to the corner of the prop- 
erty now or formerly of E. H. Bristol. Also, the installation of meters 
from a point opposite the Casino on land adjacent to the Ball Park, ex- 
tending to Central Park Avenue and that parking at the meters be lim- 
ited to a period of 2 hours. 

On petition of the Falmouth Heights Improvement Association. 

Voted, passed in accordance with Article 110 by a unanimous vote, 
a quorum being present. 


Article 111. To see if the Town will vote to accept Section 4B of 
General Laws, Chapter 136, the acceptance of which would authorize the 
Board of Selectmen to grant licenses for the operation of bowling alleys 
on the Lord’s Day between the hours of 1:00 P.M. and 11:00 P.M. 

On request of the Board of Selectmen. 


Voted, passed in accordance with Article 111, by a unanimous vote, 
a quorum being present. 


Article 112. To see if the Town will vote to amend the Town By- 
Laws known as the Falmouth Building Code, by adding to Section 6 
thereof, the following:—“Provided that no permit for a cesspool shall be 
granted for any premises adjacent to, or served by, a system of sewerage 
owned and operated by the Town”, and to take any other action. 

On request of the Water and Sewer Commissioners, Ormond C. El- 
lery, Chairman. 


Voted, that the Town does amend the Town By-Laws known as the 
Falmouth Building Code, by adding to Section 6 thereof, the following:—

By a counted vote of 107 in favor, 1 against and this article was 
adopted, a quorum being present. 


To see if the Town will vote to establish a schedule of 
closing hours at the Community Center so that the Rest Rooms will be 
open until 9 P.M. Fridays, Saturday and Sunday, and raise and appro- 
priate a sum of money for said purpose. 

On request of the Board of Selectmen. 

Voted, that the Town establish the following schedule of hours at 
the Community Center during which the Rest Rooms shall be open, in 
addition to the normal open hours: From Friday, June 26, 1959, through 
Sunday, Sept. 13, 1959: 

Fridays: 4:30 p.m. - 9 p.m. 
Saturdays: 12 Noon - 6 p.m. 
Sundays: 9:00 a.m. - 6 p.m. 
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That the sum of $310 be raised and appropriated to pay the salary 
of one (1) attendant during those additional hours, said sum to be ex- 
pended under the direction of the Board of Selectmen. 


Passed by a unanimous vote, a quorum being present.

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Report of the Special Town Meeting 
Held on December 8, 1959 


In accordance with the Warrant for the Special Town Meeting duly 
published and posted as directed, the Town Meeting Members met at 
the Memorial Auditorium, Lawrence High School, Falmouth, Massachu- 
setts on Tuesday, December 8, 1959 at 7:30 o’clock p.m. to act upon the 
articles contained therein. 


Officers in attendance were:

Mrs. Ruth Nelson was sworn as stenographer for the duration of 
the meeting. 


At 7:35 o’clock the meeting was called to order by the Moderator, 
George L. Moses. The Town Meeting Members were counted with 152 
announced present and a quorum declared, the necessary number to 
constitute a quorum for this meeting being 120. 


The invocation was offered by Rev. William G, Workman, Rector 
of Saint Barnabas Memorial Church, Falmouth. 


Article 1. To see if the Town will vote to include in the warrant for 
the 1960 annual town meeting for submission to the voters the following 
question to be placed on the official ballots:—Shall sections sixty-nine C 
to sixty-nine F, inclusive, of Chapter forty-one of the General Laws, pro- 
viding for the establishment of a board of public works exercising the 
powers of certain other departments and town officers be accepted? 

On petition of Manuel F. Rapoza and others. 


By a counted vote of 93 in favor and 67 against Article 1 was in- 
definitely postponed. 


Article 2. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Board of 
Selectmen to execute easements to Cape & Vineyard Electric Company 
over properties held by the Town under tax titles; the Town dump; the 
Town gravel pit; the Town sanitary land and fill disposal area, and land 
acquired by the Town from Charles L. Swift on May 18, 1956 on Black- 
smith Shop Road. 

On request of the Board of Selectmen. 


Voted, that the Town does authorize the Board of Selectmen to 
execute easements to Cape & Vineyard Electric Company over properties 
held by the Town under tax titles; the Town dump; the Town gravel pit; 
the Town sanitary land and fill disposal area, and land acquired by the 
Town from Charles L. Swift on May 18, 1956 on Blacksmith Shop Road.

While the Planning Board is not opposed 
to the principle and purpose of construction, by the Housing Authority, 
of multiple housing units for the elderly, the Board feels that the pro- 
posed location, on the subject parcel, is not well chosen because of the 
high potential for ultimate development of this particular area into valu- 
able residential or semi-business property related to the proximity and 
activity of Falmouth Harbor, the town-owned marina and park, and 
nearby boat yards with their yacht-basin facilities. The Board feels that 
such housing for the elderly would be better located in a quieter area 
with less development potential, and perhaps nearer to the business 
center of Falmouth village.

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REPORT OF THE HEALTH DEPT. 


The sanitation of the restaurants, stores and school cafe- 
terias have been closely supervised this year and great im- 
provements have been noted. 


Mr. Edward H. Tateosian was appointed Sanitary Inspec- 
tor in June 1959 to fill the vacancy in the Barnstable County 
Health Dept. created by the death of Mr. Ernest C. Eldredge, 
Jr. ; 


A supply of serums and vaccines are kept in the office 
under refrigeration and are available to the doctors in the 
town without cost. 


All barns were inspected and the annual census of live- 
stock was completed in December and forwarded to the State 
Dept. of Public Health. 


Anyone wishing their well water tested may contact this 
office and we in turn take the water to the Barnstable Coun- 
ty Laboratory. 


A total of 26 premature babies (born alive) were reported 
to this department in 1959. Financial assistance was given 
to eight infants whose parents were unable to assume respon- 
‘sibility for hospitalization. 


Morin & Son have done a very satisfactory job of col- 
lecting the garbage and refuse. The complaints were few. 
The regulations for collections can be obtained at the Board 
of Health office. Householders and businessmen should ac- 
quaint themselves with the rules and regulations as drawn 
up by the Board of Health. 


The two men at the Disposal Area do a very efficient 
job of keeping the place in order at all times. Since this 
site was opened in May 1957 there has not been one com- 
plaint about its operation. 


We wish to thank at this time, the Highway Surveyor 
and the Fire Chief for their assistance during the year. 


We wish again to express our appreciation to Dr. Julius 
Kelley, the Falmouth Nursing Association, and the Barn- 
stable-County Health Officers for their cooperation and as- 
sistance throughout the year. 
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The Commonwealth of Mass. reimbursed $605.70—the 
amount spent for transporting contagious patients to clinics, 


Tuberculosis subsidies amounted to $776.42.

Records in this office of cases of reportable communic- 
able diseases occurring during the year have not shown any 
major outbreaks during the year. There were two cases of 
paralytic poliomyelitis reported, both cases being over 20 
years of age. Since this disease is commonly more prevalent 
during childhood, we may assume that the high protection 
by means of vaccine among the younger age groups was, at 
least in some part, responsible for this record. 


The report of the survey on Health Needs in Barnstable 
County has been distributed to all Boards of Health in this 
county. Through the courtesy of the Editor of the Cape Cod 
Standard-Times, this report was published in full by that 
newspaper. A long range program of development is con- 
tained in the recommendations of the survey team. This de- 
partment has already carried out some of the recommen- 
dations, and efforts will be made to implement others.

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Report of the Finance Committee 


To the Citizens of the Town of Falmouth: 


The Finance Committee submits its annual report for 
the year 1959. The Committee held 39 meetings during the 
year to consider various financial matters pertaining to the 
Town and to consider and make recommendations on articles 
in the warrant for the Annual Town Meeting and the Special 
Town Meeting in December. Departmental budgets and 
articles were considered and voted upon by the full commit- 
tee after they had first been carefully studied by subcom- 
mittees consisting of two members each. 

The Committee, ever mindful of the rising tax rate, en- 
deavoured to institute a plan of betterment taxes on road 
improvements, but due to a legal technicality were unable 
to put this plan in effect at the Annual Town Meeting. 

The Finance Committee, at Annual Town Meeting re- 
quested that $5,000 be included in its 1959 budget for the 
purpose of having an investigation of public welfare, in all 
its aspects, be made by an outside consulting firm. This 
request was approved by Annual Town Meeting. Due to vari- 
ous circumstances the Finance Committee’s representatives, 
Economic Development Associates, Inc., were not allowed 
access to certain departmental records that were required 
for a complete and effective survey. The Finance Committee 
then sought to have the situation clarified by appealing to 
the Courts for an answer to its question “Does the Finance 
Committee’s appointed representatives have the right to sur- 
vey all welfare records and render a report to the commit- 
tee?” At the writing of this report the Court has not yet 
rendered its decision. 

At the request of various town departments and com- 
mittees, the following transfers from the Reserve Fund were 
made:

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The ambulance responded to standby with First Aid at 
the County Fair, local football games, inhalator cases, and 
reported drownings.

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Report of the Park Commissioners 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


Submitted herewith is the annual report of the Park 
Commissioners for the year ending December 31, 1959. 


Goodwill Park 
This has been a year of high activity for Goodwill Park 
with the following organizations holding their annual pic- 
nics: The Society for Prevention of Cruelty to Children, 
Couples Club, Coast Guard, Kiwanis Club, Veteran Scouts, 
Police Clambake, and Girl and Boy Scouts. . 


There were a total of 22,117 visitors and 4960 cars at this 
area. Bad weather at the beginning of the season cut attend- 
ance down somewhat. 


As 1959 came to a close, we have made very good progress 
with the different projects started in the spring. 

The area in and around the Amphitheater has been cut 
and cleared. Trees were pruned to form a natural canopy 
over the bowl of the theater. Parking area for 30 cars has 
been cleared in this area. This project will give many hours 
of enjoyment to the people of Falmouth, and its natural ter- 
rain will prove to be a spot of beauty to our visitors from out 
of town. It is hoped that 1960 will be the year that we can 
offer partial use of this Amphitheater to the public. 

Roadside areas have been cut back to show a neater ap- 
pearance and good visibility. Three quarters of an acre has 
been prepared as additional picnic area. 

A total of 500 Red Pine have been planted in a program 
of reforestation, ten new fireplaces and tables were built and 
installed. 

It is regrettable that there has been a greater amount 
of property damage this year than in the past. There was 
a total of six broken windows, three broken drinking foun- 
tains, ten.signs mistreated or stolen and two broken toilet 
locks. 
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The Jet Aircraft has been installed on the North side 
of this park and it is hoped that much better treatment will 
be shown to this attraction. 


It is recommended that the present parking area be en- 
larged, ten more picnic tables and benches be constructed, 
reoil present dirt roads, sealcoat the asphalt roads, replace 
sign posts, and spray certain areas with ammate. 


Ellis M. Lewis Park 


This park as usual was used quite extensively. Tennis 
courts are very much appreciated as well as the play and 
picnic areas around Siders Pond. It is regrettable that the 
Jet Aircraft donated by the Air Force received such abuse 
and treatment as it shows. The Commissioners felt that this 
would be an educational attraction as well as an object of 
play for children climbing and inspecting. But since it was 
treated as such, it was voted to move this aircraft to Good- 
will Park, where stricter supervision will be induced. The 
Park Commissioners wish at this time to sincerely thank the 
offcials and personnel at Otis Air Force Base for their sincere 
efforts in acquiring, moving and supervision of the aircraft 
to past and present locations. 


A plaque has been installed on a boulder in front of the 
plane expressing the appreciation of the Town of Falmouth. 


The lawn areas have been fed, limed and a program of 
general maintenance was followed. It is recommended that 
the areas on the west side of Lewis Park be loamed, graded 
and seeded to offer more playing and picnic areas. 


The tennis courts should be also rewired on all four sides 
with new chain link fencing. 


Village Green Park 
The Commissioners wish to thank the Village Improve- 
ment Society for the completion of painting the fence around 
this park. It has been through this organization’s sincere 
efforts that this new fence has been acquired and painted. 


Normal maintenance program has been followed through- 
out the year. 


It is recommended that certain areas be topdressed in 
1960. . 
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Worcester Park 
A program of feeding and liming is paying dividends in 
certain areas of this park insofar as appearances show. The 
area on the north end will be finished in the Spring of 1960. 
Worcester Park extension has had regular maintenance as 
in the past. 


It is hoped that natural planting can be planted here in 
the future. 
Central Park 
As this park is centrally located, it gives many hours of 
enjoyment to many people, children and adults likewise. 
In these times of high tension, areas such as these offer 
complete rest and relaxation to the public. 


It is recommended that a Little League Diamond be con- 
structed. 


Normal maintenance program was followed. 


Woods Hole Park 


With increased activity each summer, it is recommended 
that serious thought be given to parking area, and also to 
control same. 


The normal maintenance was done, feeding and liming 
as usual. 

It is recommended that the entrance of this park and 
trees around same be given a new look in appearance. Ten- 
nis courts are recommended to be surfaced with asphalt for 
better playing conditions in and after a rain. 


East Falmouth Park 


General care and maintenance has been performed as 
usual. New picnic tables have been rebuilt and installed. 


Two new baseball dugouts have been constructed and 
donated by Mr. Edward Santiago for which the Park Com- 
missioners extend their thanks for a job well done. 


It is recommended that the Parking area at the park be 
surfaced with asphalt. 


Nye Park 
General care and maintenance was carried as usual. 
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Activity at this park again has increased with more play- 
ing area cleared and tennis courts made available to the 
public. It is recommended that slopes on and around base- 
ball field be loamed and seeded. 


Maravista Park 
Picnic areas were cleared this year and some reseeding 
was done on the field due to automobiles turning in the 
winter. 
General care and maintenance was carried out as usual. 


West Falmouth Park 
This park area was completely subgraded this year and 
is now ready for loam which will be put in place in 1960. 
In the spring of 1960, it will be graded and seeded, bring- 
ing to West Falmouth their first play area. We wish to thank 
all the persons who helped to bring this project to where it 
is at present.

Lawrence High School 


A total of 1121 hours were put in for the season. Lawns 
were fed and limed, beds were weeded, edged and in the 
spring, evergreens were fed. 


Rear of the school building was brushed out and cleared 
which adds to the appearance on that side. 


It is recommended that certain areas be completely re- 
seeded as the loam depth is not sufficient to grow grass and 
stand a severe drought. 


Library Lawn 


The overall appearance of this area has improved con- 
siderably and it is our wish that further plantings and beds 
of flowers be added if possible in 1960. Lawns were fed and 
watered. A total of 570 man hours was expended. 


Village School 
A total program of general care and maintenance has 
been followed with a total of 209 hours of labor performed. 
Henry Hall School 
General care and maintenance performed as usual, a 
total of 152 man hours put in. 
Woods Hole School 
A section of lawn was rebuilt and reseeded. General care 
and maintenance performed with a total of 38 hours. 
Teaticket School 


The Little League field that was finished in the spring 
of 1958 was loamed and reseeded. 


A temporary backstop was installed. Brush was cleared 
out on west side of school. 


General care and maintenance performed with a total 
of 324 man hours performed. 
Old East Falmouth School 
A total of 132 man hours were performed up to the time 
this property was sold. 
New East Falmouth School 


Evén though these are new grounds, it will require con- 
siderable care to bring certain areas to what is considered a 
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good stand of grass. Plant material will require good feeding 
in spring of 1960, with some pruning to promote vigorous 
close growth. A total of 179 man hours were performed. 


Fuller Field 
This field is being used constantly and is one of which 
is recommended that one man be there daily for a nine 
month period. General care and maintenance was followed 
throughout the season. 


North Falmouth Library 

General care and maintenance was followed as usual. A 
total of five hours performed. 

At this time, we would like to make a few comments on 
our sprinkler system acquired in 1958. While this system is 
portable and most effective in our park system, it is found 
that in a severe drought, one pump and pipe is not enough 
to maintain all the areas we must water. It is recommended 
that another pump and three hundred feet of 3-inch pipe 
be purchased to carry through a long drought. 

The Park Commissioners wish to extend their thanks to 
all town departments for the wonderful cooperation during 
this year.

Herewith is the only report submitted in the calendar 
year 1959 by the Committee for the Restoration of the Free 
Burying Ground, East End Cemetery, purporting to show the 
activities of such committee for the period indicated. 


By action of the Town members in annual meeting, Feb- 
ruary 21, 1959, an allotment of $1,150.00 was granted for the 
committee’s use for the purposes intended in its report sub- 
mitted in November, 1958. Such funds were expended as 
follows: 


a. Removing, resetting, and replacing damaged 
or unsightly marker memorials $274.25 


b. Photostatic copies of Free Burying Ground 
chart and records of burials 15.00 


c. Rototilling, grubbing, seeding and general 
improvement of the Free Burying Ground area 856.90 


$1,146.15 


This work was done by verbal agreement with a con- 
tractor for a sum less than $500.00 for one operational period 
and was completed in two working periods, one in late Sep- 
tember and the other in early October. Break in the work 
was due to uncertainty of costs as to the initial operation. A 
little more than two-thirds of the whole area has been 
brought, to a very satisfactory condition with respect to ap- 
pearance Of memorials and condition of the ground. 
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d. No salary or wages were paid for services during the 
calendar year. All money allotted to the committee was used 
for restoration purpopses and none on maintenance.

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Report of the Beach Committee 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


The beaches of Falmouth were officially opened on June 
23 and closed on September 7 which meant an operating 
‘period of eleven weeks. 

During the past year various improvements were made at 
the beaches. Three new life guard stands, concrete benches, 
and new stairs at the Heights and Old Silver Beach were 
minor improvements. 

The new black-top on the Surf Drive Parking Lot was 
a major improvement. With the parking lanes painted on 
the black-top, it led to a greater efficiency in parking. With 
a single entrance and exit, and pedestrian walks marked, it 
is felt that this added to the safety at a very busy beach. 

At Old Silver Beach an additional parking area was pro- 
vided back of the dunes on the former Baker property. In 
the near future this should be extended all the way to the 
cliff. By so doing, it will be possible to spread people out 
along the beach front, eliminate some of the over-crowding 
and take care of the overflow from the Reserved Parking Lot 
which is too small to provide for our residents and guests. 

The staff of life guards did a fine job in their patrol of 
the beaches, giving instructions, and keeping the beaches 
clean. 

Three new Mouth to Mouth resuscitators were purchased 
for the use of the guards. All received instructions in their 
use. 

The classes for swimmers, Junior and Senior Life Saving 
began on July 8 and terminated on August 21. The total en- 
rollment of these classes exceeded 1000 students. Red Cross 
Cards were given to all who passed in their respective classes. 
Presently, several of our life guards are graduates of these 
courses. 

» The maintenance crew did a fine job in their daily re- 
moval of sea weed and refuse from the beaches. They also 
completed»the following projects: painted the lines on Surf 
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Drive parking lot, repainted the lines at Megansett and Chap- 
poquoit, painted the exterior of the Surf Drive bath house, 
built the foundations for the life guard stands and moved the 
fence formerly at Surf Drive to the Silver Beach parking lot. 

The parking lots and the bath houses were kept clean 
and orderly by their attendants. The overall program was 
ably directed by James J. Kelly. 

The following is a breakdown of the receipts, showing a 
comparison with 1958:

The 1959 total exceeded the 1958 total but did not reach 
the 1957 total of $28,460.00 which is our best to date.

Gentlemen: 


I hereby submit my annual report for the year ending 
December 31, 1959. 

A total ol 2,194 Family Permits and 163 Commercial Per- 
mits were examined, arrests were made and offenders for the 
first time were filed on records. 

A total of 16,208 miles were patrolled by boat and car. 

The valuation of the shellfish industry for 1959 is between 
one hundred and one hundred and fifty thousand dollars. 
This high valuation is due to the high prices of Scallops and 
Quahogs. I feel that the outlook for 1960 will remain the 
same or be even greater. 

One thousand, six hundred and eighty-two bushels of 
contaminated Quahogs were purchased through the State for 
reseeding. I hope that in the coming year we will be able 
to dig our own contaminated Quahogs in Falmouth Harbor. 

Two hundred and eighty-nine bushels of Oysters were 
reseeded in Hamblin’s Pond and Pine Island River in West 
Falmouth. In the near future I am planning to open one of 
these areas. 

Our plan of setting out three hundred and fifty Oyster 
traps in the Vineyard was disappointing due to reasons be- 
yond our control. However, we plan to use the same traps 
again this year and hope for a good set of spawn. 

Clam sets still remain plentiful in Falmouth. I have 
every reason to believe this will continue. 

I wish to take this opportunity to thank the Board of 
Selectmen and the citizens of the Town of Falmouth for their 
cooperation during the past year.

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Report of the Fish and Game Warden 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Gentlemen: 


I herewith submit my sixth annual report as Town Fish 
and, Game Warden for the year ending December 31, 1959. 


A total of five hundred and thirty-three fishing, hunting, 
sporting and trapping licenses were examined by me. Eigh- 
teen abandoned house cats, two foxes, and eleven wood- 
chucks were disposed of. Four-hundred and eighty pheas- 
ants, all cock birds and four hundred quail were liberated just 
prior to, and during, the hunting season. Fifteen hares of 
both sexes were released in the town forest early in Febru- 
ary, as the second stocking of a new project, establishing a 
hare population in the more suitable areas of the town. Lit- 
tle Pond was stocked with 225 brown and 225 rainbow trout, 
nine to eleven inches. 


Four deer carcasses were found on the beaches and in 
the woodlands, and these were picked up and disposed of. 


Eight deer were destroyed by automobiles and five were 
destroyed by dog packs. 


I traveled a total of 10,204 miles on deer dogging and 
jacking patrols, pheasant, hare, quail releases, wildlife and 
water fowl surveys, investigations and complaints. 


Fourteen violations were recorded, three arrests were 
made, 168 investigations were completed, five first offenders 
were turned over to the State Division of Fisheries and Game, 
Department of Law Enforcement for corrective action. 


One class for junior firearms safety certificates were 
graduated by members of the Falmouth Rod and Gun club, 
and certificates of competance were issued by the Mass. Divi- 
sion of Fisheries and Game. 


Our annual wildlife food plantings were successful and a 
total of six additional areas were planted during the spring. 
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We introduced. a new planting within the town forest this 
spring and further development is planned for the coming 
year. 


I wish to take this opportunity to thank the Board of 
Selectmen, Town Accountant and staff, Town Treasurer and 
staff, along with the citizens of our town, for their continued 
cooperation during this past year. Also, the Falmouth Police 
Department who gave me considerable assistance during the 
past year.

To the Citizens of the Town of Falmouth: 


I am pleased to report that the past year has been very 
favorable for this department. This past year’s rain was very 
helpful, especially to all of the trees planted within the past 
five years. A noticeable amount of new growth was apparent 
in the foliage of these trees and this indicates that there was 
also a vigorous growth in the root systems. This will do a 
great deal to offset the effects of the extremely dry season 
of 1957. 


A great number of young trees were planted early in the 
spring and late in the fall throughout the villages of the 
town of Falmouth. Some of the citizens were helpful to as- 
sist me on locations of planting trees. 


This department has mulched young trees with cow ma- 
nure this fall. Starting early in July and continuing well into 
August, the spraying program was carried on to control the 
elm beetle infestation. I think it would be safe to say that 
over the years the elm beetle continues to be under control 
and I look for no serious damage from this insect in the fore- 
seeable future. 


Again, I wish to thank the Police Dept. for their co- 
operation during our operations, especially on large tree 
removals.

The Falmouth Housing Authority organized on April 7, 
1959 for the ensuing year. 


The fifty (50) units for veteran tenants, (200-1 Project 
on Amvet Avenue), have been occupied since July 1, 1950. 
Our two (2) and three (3) bedroom houses have small wait- 
ing lists and new applications are being accepted. 


We have repaired the exterior woodwork and shingles on 
eighteen houses in the Amvets Project (200-1), and will paint 
these eighteen houses in the Spring. Our projection will be 
to repair as many houses each year as our budget will allow. 


The income from rents this year is $30,393.78, the expense 
of operating the project $39,357.66. The deficit was within 
the legal limit and was balanced by the contribution from 
the State. 


The Authority paid off $11,000.00 on its bonds this year 
per schedule, and paid the Town of Falmouth $1800.00 in lieu 
of taxes. 
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The twenty-four (24) apartments composed of six units, 
Project 667-1, our housing for Elderly people, better known 
as the Mayflower on Lakeview Avenue and Choate Lane is 
in excellent condition. We have a large waiting list for these 
apartments. 


The income from rents this year is $14,643.00, the expense 
of operating the Project $15,134.12. The deficit with within 
the legal limit and was balanced by the contribution from 
the State. 


The Authority paid off $7,729.12 on its notes and renewed 
them for another year. The balance now owed is $196,000.00. 


We wish to report that progress on our second Home for 
the Elderly, (667-2 Project) on the southern corner of Queen 
Street and Scranton Avenue is proceeding according to 
schedule. Our Financial Assistance program, having been 
approved, we now have $330,007.00 available for construction 
purposes. 


We wish to take this opportunity to thank, Alvan L. Nick- 
erson, chairman and member of the Authority for many 
years; Mrs. Claire DeMello, our recording Secretary; and 
John M. Joseph, past Executive Director, who have retired 
during the year. 


Also, we wish to thank all Town Officials and the citi- 
zens who have helped us in the past year.

* The Building Commissioner and the Executive Director 
of the Building Department submits herewith the report of 
the department for the year 1959. 


A total of 539 permits for construction estimated to cost 
$3,388,618.00 were issued during the past year from this 
office. 


In accordance with the application filed, both construc- 
tion and valuation have shown a considerable increase in 
comparison of previous years. There has been 314 Dwellings 
at an estimated cost of $2,203,184.00, 18 Private Garages esti- 
mated cost at $11,550.00, 15 Commercial buildings at an esti- 
mated cost at $872,650.00, 36 Accessory buildings at an esti- 
mated cost of $14,554.00, and 156 Alterations estimated to 
cost $286,680.00. Fees collected and paid to the Town Trea-

One hundred and ninety-nine hearings were held during 
the past year before the Board of Selectmen and Board of 
Appeals for Special Permits and variances of the Zoning By- 
Laws.

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Report of the Selectmen - Manager 
Charter Legislation Committee 


To the Citizens of the Town of Falmouth: 


During the 1958 Annual Town Meeting, the Committee 
to Draft Legislation to Permit the Town to Vote on the 
Selectmen-Manager Form of Administration was directed by 
vote of the meeting to petition the Legislature to enact the 
proposed Selectmen-Manager Charter as published by the 
Committee in its report of August 10, 1957. The Committee 
wishes to report to the Town on its efforts to carry out the 
vote of the 1958 Town Meeting and exactly what has oc- 
curred therewith since that meeting. 


The proposed charter and legislative petition was filed by 
Senator Stone in the Senate in March of 1958. As this was 
after the normal filing date, which is early in December, it 
required suspension of the rules in both the Senate and the 
House for the bill to be acted upon. This is frequently done. 
In the Senate the Rules Committee immediately suspended 
the rules and entered the bill. In the House, however, which 
was under Democratic control, an influential Falmouth Dem- 
ocrat arranged with the Democratic Chairman of the House 
Rules Committee that he would not permit the charter bill 
to come up for vote in the committee. Although a majority 
of the members of the Rules Committe were willing to sus- 
pend the rules, the Chairman of the House Rules Committee, 
with the approval of the Speaker of the House, Kept the bill 
bottled up in the committee, thereby blocking any action on 
the bill in the 1958 session of the legislature. 


A new bill and petition was filed by Senator Stone at the 
request of the committee on November 18, 1958. It was the 
expectation of this committee that a hearing on the bill 
would be held in Falmouth by the Joint Committee on Towns. 
However, about the middle of March we were advised by Sen- 
ator Benoit, Chairman of the Joint Committee on Towns, 
that the hearing would be held in Boston on March 24 in 
the State House. 
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The hearing was attended by about 40 people, about 30 
in favor of the bill and 10 in opposition. Heading the op- 
position were the three members of the Board of Selectmen 
and the Counsel to the Board, Mr. John P. Sylvia, Jr., all of 
whom opposed in their official capacity. The principal point 
raised by the opponents was the three vote proposal. All op- 
ponents stated that they did not object to the town voting 
on the bill, but that there should only be one referendum 
in place of the three, as called for in the bill. 


The bill came up for action in the Senate on April 14. 
As the Committee on Towns had made no report on the bill 
prior to the April 8 deadline, the bill, under Senate Rule #10, 
would normally be referred to the next legislature. Senator 
Stone moved that the bill be substituted for the referral 
motion. Senator Stone’s motion carried and the bill passed 
its first reading. On April 15 the bill passed its second read- 
ing after Senator Benoit moved to amend the bill to change 
the three vote provision to one vote. Senator Benoit agreed 
at that time that, with this change, he would not oppose the 
bill as this change eliminated the one objection which all the 
opponents of the bill had voiced against the bill at its hearing. 


The bill was supposed to have come up for its third read- 
ing on April 16. Unfortunately, Senator Stone was obliged 
to go into the hospital on that day and was there for about 
ten days. During this period, the Counsel to the Board of 
Selectmen and other officers of the Democratic Town Com- 
mittee started a flood of letters to the Democratic leaders 
in the Senate urging them to kill the bill. To counteract this, 
the Falmouth League of Women Voters circulated petitions 
urging the Senate to pass the bill. These petitions had 300 
signatures. 


The bill came up for its third reading in the Senate on 
June 15. The Counsel to the Board of Selectmen and Chair- 
man of the Democratic Town Committee had requested the 
Jate Senator Mullen to represent the committee on the Senate 
floor in opposing the bill. The opposition was led by Senator 
Mullen, assisted by Senator Benoit. 


After both sides had spoken, Senator Donahue, the Dem- 
ecratic Floor Leader, read a letter signed by the Counsel to 
the Board of Selectmen as Chairman of the Democratic Town 


122 


Committee and three other officers of the committee stating 
that the committee had been polled on May 15 and that all 
members with one exception were in opposition to the bill. 
Senator Donahue stated that, in view of this letter and 
others, he would vote against the bill. This made it a party 
issue and the bill was defeated 19 to 16. Senator Stone then 
moved reconsideration. 


The bill came up for reconsideration on June 22. In the 
meantime, the accuracy of the letter which the Counsel to 
the Board of Selectmen and other officers of the Democratic 
Town Committee had sent to the Senate was checked with 
the following results. 


The Democratic Town Committee met on May 14 with 
12 members present. The Committee has 35 members ac- 
cording to the Town Clerk’s record. At the May 14 meeting 
the committee was requested by three Democratic members 
of the League of Women Voters to pass a resolution in favor 
of passage of the bill as a matter of Home Rule to permit the 
voters of Falmouth to decide this question for themselves. 
Following the meeting, the reporter for the Standard-Times 
was told by Mr. John P. Sylvia, Jr., Chairman, and by other 
members, that the comimttee had taken no action regarding 
the bill and also that the committee had decided not to inter- 
vene in the matter (Standard-Times, May 16). The Enter- 
prise, May 15, stated that the members present were polled. 


In spite of the decision of the committee to take no 
action, a few days later Mr. Sylvia and the other officers of 
the committee put the committee on public record as opposed 
to permitting the voters to decide by referendum what form 
of administration they wanted by their letter to the Senate 
requesting the defeat of the bill. The statement in their let- 
ter that all the members were polled is not in accordance 
with the facts as the 18 members who were not at the meet- 
ing were not polled. Also, six of the eighteen were among the 
eighty Democrats who signed the petitions asking that the 
bill be passed. 


When the bill came up for reconsideration, the above 
facts were presented by Senator Stone. Senator Mullen again 
headed the opposition at the request of Mr. John P. Sylvia, 
Jr. Following Senator Mullen, Senator Powers, President of 
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the Senate and Head of the Democratic Party in the Senate, 
took the floor and in a strong speech stated that the real 
question at issue was whether the Town of Falmouth should 
have Home Rule, or whether it should be denied the right to 
decide for itself by referendum what form of government it 
wanted; that, in his opinion, the dominant party in the legis- 
lature should not go on record as refusing this right even 
to the smallest town and he hoped reconsideration would 
prevail. Following his public-spirited speech, reconsideration 
was voted, 25 to 11, and the bill was then passed for third 
reading. 


In the House, the bill went through its first two readings 
without serious difficulty. It passed its second reading 160 
to 20. Although the Clerk of the Falmouth Democratic Town 
Committee had sent a letter to each Democratic member of 
the House stating that the committee would like to have the 
bill defeated, the letter apparently had little effect. 


Followng its second passage, Speaker Thompson of the 
House held the bill up for about ten days while a political 
deal was arranged, we believe, by the Counsel, to the Board 
of Selectmen, acting as Chairman of the Democratic Town 
Committee, to have the Speaker kill the bill while it was on 
the calendar by refusing to recognize Representative Jones 
or to permit the House to vote on the bill for its third 
reading. 


On July 13, Speaker Thompson called the bill from the 
calendar. Representative Jones immediately called ‘pass.’ 
This, under the regular House rules, would lay the bill aside 
for full debate and a standing or roll call vote. If no call of 
“pass” is made, the Speaker can dispose of the bill in accord- 
ance with the committee report on the bill or as he sees fit. 


Speaker Thompson did not recognize Representative 
Jones’ call of “pass” and, although Jones continued to call, 
the Speaker refused to recognize him. The Speaker moved 
that the bill should not be engrossed and announced that the 
motion carried with no vote being taken. 


Speaker Thompson then announced that Representative 
Kiernan, the Democratic Floor Leader in the House, moved 
reconsideration in hope that it would fail. Although Repre- 
sentative Kiernan had neither risen to his feet nor spoken, 
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Speaker Thompson put the motion for reconsideration, and 
with the usual calendar mumbo-jumbo, announced that the 
motion had failed without permitting the House to vote upon 
it. 

As soon as the calendar was finished, Representative 
Jones and the Republican House Floor Leader went to the 
rostrum, and protested the action of the Speaker, who re- 
fused to consider their protest. 


Representative Jones then asked unanimous consent to 
take the bill up, as it had not been acted upon by the House. 
The Speaker ruled the motion out of order and the bill was 
dead. 


The bill was killed by the political deal arranged, we be- 
lieve, by the Counsel to the Board of Selectmen, with their 
connivance, as members of the Board also lobbied against 
the bill. 


It is the theory of Town Meeting government that the 
Board of Selectmen will implement and carry out the vote 
of Town Meeting. In Falmouth, the Board of Selectmen have 
now gone to the opposite extreme. At a public hearing a 
couple of years ago, a member of the Board of Selectmen 
stated that a resolution passed by Town Meeting was not 
worth the paper it was written on. A vote by Town Meeting, 
directing the Board to order residents who are polluting the 
tidal water of Woods Hole to connect with the sewer, has 
been completely ignored by the Board, and now we have the 
Board, by underhanded political deals, defeating the vote of 
Town Meeting to permit the town to decide by referendum 
what action it wished to take. 


It will be difficult to find a better reason to carry out 
the provision of the Selectmen-Manager plan to have a part- 
time Board of Selectmen of business, professional men and 
farmers whose primary interest would be to see that Fal- 
mouth affairs were handled on a business-like basis and in 
the interest of the entire community and not for the personal 
or political advantage of the Board of Selectmen. 


Your Selectmen-Manager Committee has again filed an- 
other bill.and petition with the Legislature prior to the De- 
cember first deadline of 1960 in the hope that the citizens of 
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Falmouth will be permitted to decide by their own vote what 
form of administration they want. 


The Committee wishes to publicly thank both Senator 
Stone for his successful efforts in behalf of the Town in the 
Senate and also Representative Jones for his efforts in the 
House although finally defeated by Speaker Thompson and 
not by the vote of the House.

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Report of the Waterways Committee 


To The Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


Twelve meetings of the Waterways Committee were held 
in 1959, as well as several conferences with State Engineers 
concerning shore erosion and harbor improvements in the 
Town of Falmouth. 


The Contract for the very important project or restor- 
ation and protection of Nobska Bluff has been awarded and it 
is anticipated that the work will be completed before our next 
summer season. Town, County and State funds have been 
assigned for this vital work. 


Contracts for the rebuilding of jetties and dredging of 
Green Pond Channel Entrance, construction of a stone mound 
to protect the road at Acapesket and rebuilding of the revet- 
ment at the south side of Wild Harbor Entrance have been 
awarded and it is expected that the work will be completed 
during this winter. 


Plans and specifications for the dredging of Green Pond 
are about completed by the Division of Waterways of the 
Department of Public Works and it is hoped that this dredging 
work will be accomplished in time for next season’s use. 


Funds will be requested in the annual Town Meeting to 
accomplish shore protection at Old Silver Beach, construction 
of lounge and shower facilities at Falmouth Harbor Marina, 
completion of fender piling at Tides Bulkhead and of a fishing 
platform at Green Pond Bridge, Falmouth Inner Harbor East 
Marina, and dredging of Great Bay Channel. 


The Falmouth Harbor Marina and Davis Marine Park 
facilities for boatmen were very enthusiastically received this 
summer. Total receipts by the Dockmaster for 1959 were 
$8100.00. Operating expenses for Falmouth Harbor Marina, 
Tides Bulkhead and Davis Marine Park were $4983.46. The 
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money collected has been turned in to the Town Treasurer. 
Local and visiting boatmen made use of these facilities this 
season to the extent of 91 percent of capacity. Next year 
these facilities will be used to 100 percent occupancy through- 
out the season. These boating facilities have been a great 
asset to the businessmen of the community as a result of 
yachtsmen’s purchases of supplies and recreational needs. 
The Dockmaster has received requests for reservations at 
the new Marina for 25 more boats than can be accommodated 
with the present facilities. 


Further consideration should be given to providing even 
more facilities to accomodate the ever increasing number of 
boatmen demanding berthing facilities in clean, protected 
waters and convenient to shopping districts. Additional slips 
in Falmouth Harbor at Deacon’s Pond Avenue would be a 
definite asset to the Town, and the Committee believes that 
this important work should be started promptly. The Water- 
ways Committee is also studying the possibility of providing 
marina facilities at Woods Hole. 


The Commttee is still endeavoring to obtain Federal 
assistance in the improvement and development of Eel River, 
Menauhant, and has been in communication with Senator 
Kennedy in the matter.

The Town Landing 
in Great Harbor, Woods Hole needs surveying, grading and 
hardening. Moved boats and moorings when necessary which 
improved harbor navigation. The Bulk Head at Silver Beach 
needs to be repaired. I recommend a Bulk Head on the east 
side of Falmouth Harbor.

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Report of the Civil Defense Agency 


To The Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Town of Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


The function of the Falmouth Civil Defense is; The 
grouping together, under the leadership of the ‘Disaster Coor- 
dinator’, (The Civil Defense Director), of all the existing town 
departments, who in turn will be augmented by other munici- 
pal employees, civil defense and other volunteers; all banded 
together, to combat natural and/or war caused disasters, after 
a local declaration of emergency by the appointing authority 
of the community. 


Its mission as stated in the National Plan is: 1. The pro- 
tection of life and property by preparing for and by carrying 
out non-military functions to prevent, minimize, repair and 
recover from injury and damage. 2. Mobilization and man- 
agement of resources and production. Locally the mission of 
CD is not only the carrying out of the National Plan, but the 
education and indoctrination of the general public, with the 
proper and necessary information relating to shelter, evacua- 
tion, protection and self-preservation. Booklets, pamphlets 
etc. are available and being distributed in an effort to assist 
the public in this program. 


Mr. Ray S. Hall, after moving to Falmouth, early this 
year, resigned as a representative of North Falmouth on the 
CD Council. Mr. Lloyd Bemis is temporarily filling this 
vacancy. Col. Ernest White, Otis Air Force Base Commander, 
replaced Col. DaVania as Base representative on the Council. 


The town this year again fared very well with surplus 
property allocated through CD. A stockpile of emergency 
equipment including cots etc. is being started in a basement 
room in the Community Center Bldg. The Fire, Police and 
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Highway departments were recipients of much of this prop- 
erty, which includes generators, pumps, radios, cots, rope and 
much needed disaster equipment. Three trips were allocated 
and a total of $24,178.13 worth of equipment was picked up at 
the Massachusetts Surplus Warehouse in Taunton, for only 
$894.98. $802.00 worth of new radio equipment was also pur- 
chased for $401.00 on the CD Matching Funds program. 


The 200 bed hospital, formerly stored in a local ware- 
house, was moved in March to the basement of the Falmouth 
Post Office. Our gratitude and thanks are extended to the 
Hon. Wm. Harry Hauston, Postmaster for making this possible, 
and affording the town a savings of $420.00 per annum. Mr. 
Hauston is also a member of the CD Council, and has been 
affiliated with Falmouth Civil Defense since its inception. 
The Aid Station stored in the Police Station was also moved 
to a room in the Community Center, where CD gear is to be 
stock piled. The building now having auxiliary power, makes 
it accessable at all times. 


The Control Center was expanded this year, gaining the 
use of an adjoining room. A radio accoustic room was also 
built, wherein all radio communications for the town is han- 
dled during emergencies. A fire radio, a police radio and CD 
radios all set to operate from the new 70 foot high antenna 
on the community center building are installed there. The 
Falmouth Amateur Radio Association (the CD radio unit) is 
doing a magnificiant job, under Radio Chief Robert Mills, 
keeping radio equipment in operaton for immediate use. The 
group deserves commendation. 


Mr. Colin MacDougall was appointed Deputy Director in 
charge of Communications this year. He assumed overall 
control of all CD communications throughout the town. 


Training of CD personnel is continually going on in the 
various fields. This includes First Aid, Mass Feeding, Scuba 
Diving, radio and is concentrated in some units more than 
others. The Auxiliary Police is such a unit, and the following 
letter was received from the police chief, and later answered 
by the sergeant in charge of the unit. They follow:

Kindly accept and convey to the members of the Civil 
Defense Auxiliary Police, my thanks, and those of the depart- 
ment for the splendid cooperation and assistance given the 
town, in the Police Department, as extra duty personnel and 
special officers during the past summer season. 

Their training and ability has helped them assume duty 
along with the regular members of the department, enabling 
the town to build up its compliment, for extra demands made 
upon it during the summer. 

This organization has come far, and I know the Auxili- 
aries will continue training and will be available to the de- 
partment as always in the past. They can be considered a 
valuable asset to the Town of Falmouth; for this we can be 
thankful.

While CD forces are primarily organized and mobilized 
for disasters, dual purpose duty projects are encouraged dur- 
ing normal times. 

A chronological list of the more important events follow: 
March 1 Members of the Mass Feeding group participated 
in a mass exercise in New Bedford. This climaxed that portion 
of their training. 

March 12-13 A Natural Disaster exercise was held in the 
Control Center. A skeleton crew of five participated. 

March 18 The radio club established its Hg. and classrooms 
in the Control Center quarters. 

April 17-18 The Control Center was activated for a State- 
wide alert exercise. All Control Center personnel participated. 
April 28 The First Aid course, instructed by the Hyannis 
Chap. ARC graduated a class of 40 advance students. CD was 
a Co-sponsor. 

July 10 A skeleton crew was alerted in the Control Center 
when reports indicated that “Hurrican Cindy” was coming up 
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the coast. The all-clear was given after the storm moved 
inland in the Carolinas. 


The month of July brought about State CD budget cuts which 
curtailed operations throughout the State and this Local de- 
celerated its activities after the closing of the Sector Hq. in 
South Dennis. Planning and paperwork took over prominence 
and the use of personnel became limited pending the resump- 
tion of MCDA activities. 


The Siren Warning system survey is to date still incom- 
plete. When all the facts and figures are fully compiled a full 
report shall be made. 


The Falmouth Operation and Survival Plan is still in the 
formulative stages although progress is being made toward 
its completion. Its complexity makes it extremely time con- 
suming. 

In accordance to plan it is expected to post and start 
setting up the proposed Zone Headquarters this coming year. 


The fear that MCDA was to curtail operations due to 
budget cuts, was allayed, as this did not fully materialize. As 
your director informed you at the time, Falmouth due to its 
proximity to Otis Air Force Base, is in a critical target area, 
and survival planning should be governed accordingly. The 
Shelving of all the plans and work done so far, would be fool- 
hardy and have disastrous consequences. We who are so vul- 
nerable to natural disasters and so easily accessible to enemy 
invasion, should make sure we have the know how for our self 
protection here in Falmouth, even if assistance from other 
quarters becomes unavailable for any reason, and I for one 
will continue to give my all in this work, and perhaps we’ll be 
better qualified to cope with whatever we are expected to do 
for the survival of our community. 


Civil Defense makes good sense 
But in order to help prevent the end 
My suggestion to you and me 
Is that we Pray for Peace.

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Report of the Falmouth Airport Commission 


To the Citizens of the Town of Falmouth: 


The Falmouth Airport Commission was authorized at the 
Annual Town Meeting on February 17, 1959, in Article 24— 
“To establish an Airport Commission of five members ap- 
pointed by the Selectmen under Chapter 90—Section 51-E.” 
It was also voted Article 90—$3,000 for the purpose of con- 
tinuing aviation services at Coonamessett. Article 92 voted 
$1,000 for the purpose of obtaining a lease from the State of 
Massachusetts. 


Appointments made by Selectmen: 


Col. Leo J. Griffin 3 yrs. 
Paul T. McCusker 3 yrs. 
Charles C. Willis 2 yrs. 
Geoffrey Whitney 2 yrs. 
Philip Wessling 1 yr. 


Organization meeting held March 5, 1959. Col. Griffin 
was elected chairman. Paul McCusker elected secretary. It 
was agreed to visit Federal and State authorities and Fish 
& Game Commission to obtain information on situation be- 
fore next meeting. 


Second meeting held on March 30, 1959. Reports on the 
meetings with authorities in Boston were read. It was un- 
animously voted: 

1. To negotiate a l-year lease for $1,000 with Fish & Game 
Commission. 

2. To pay George Pinto—Executive Air Service—the amount 
of Two Hundred Fifty ($250) Dollars per month retro- 
active to January 1, 1959 for continuance of aviation serv- 
ices at Coonamessett as in previous contract. 


Third meeting May 6, 1959. A contract was signed by 
Col. Griffin of Commission and George Pinto of Executive Air 
Service for services through Dec, 31, 1959. A motion was made 
by Dr. Wessling to send a letter to Fish & Game offering 
$16,000 as a bargaining point for the area comprising the 
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present Coonamessett Airport, which is roughly eighty acres 
—as the Commission feels the Coonamessett site is the safest 
and most economical for the town. 


Meeting June 3, 1959. A follow-up letter will be sent to 
Fish & Game in order that Falmouth Commission may have 
a definite answer as to State intentions. 

It was voted unanimously: 


1. That the Falmouth Commission write a letter to the 
Massachusetts Commission, stating their position in re- 
gard to a town airport, and informing them of vote taken 
May 6, 1959 in regard to purchase of present site. 


2. That the Chairman set up a meeting between Massachu- 
setts Commission, Falmouth Commission and the F.A.A. 
to further discuss the whole airport situation. At least 
two members of Falmouth Commission must be present. 
Meeting June 24, 1959. A general discussion in regard to 
$1,000 appropriated by town meeting for lease purposes. 


Voted: That the matter of the airport lease be turned over 
to Town Counsel for study to determine whether or 
not the Commission can enter into a lease agree- 
ment with Executive Air Services, Inc. 


Voted: A letter be written to Mr. Reed of F. A.A. in answer 
to his letter of June 10, 1959, stating that in opinion 
of Falmouth Commission, the Gallagher site is not 
acceptable, and that in the Commission’s opinion is 
more dangerous than the Coonamessett area. 


Voted: That a letter be written to Massachusetts Aeronau- 
tic Commission asking if an early meeting might be 
arranged. 


Mr. Pinto has received a lease extension to Dec. 1, 1959— 
not Town of Falmouth. In same letter Mr. McLaughlin of 
Fish & Game stated Fish & Game could not sell land. 


Meeting August 5, 1959. Col. Griffin and Mr. Whitney 
reported on meeting with Massachusetts Aeronautics Com- 
mission July 6, 1959. They also reported on a meeting with 
Mr. McLaughlin and Mr. Cookingham of Fish & Game. Mr. 
McLaughlin stated that a long term lease would be more ac- 
ceptable to Fish & Game than a sale. Any agreement, he 
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stated, would take time, and he felt that we could stay at 
the present site for another year. 


October, 1959. Moved that an early meeting be set up 
between Commission and Senator Stone, because of letters 
received from Fish & Game, in which they say they do not 
wish to sell or enter into a long-term lease, but would like 
to terminate lease as soon as possible. 


November 6, 1959. Falmouth Taxpayers Association and 
Chamber of Commerce have written to various political 
figures to express their concern that town of Falmouth is to 
be deprived of the present airport. 


December 16, 1959. Members of Beagle Club who own 
adjoining land talked of the possibilities of the town pur- 
chasing part of club property in order to make a land swap 
with State. 


Following unanimously approved: 
1. An early meeting to be set up between the Commissioner 
of Fish & Game and the Falmouth Airport Commission. 


2. A meeting be set up in Washington with Senator Ken- 
nedy and Senator Saltonstall. 


3. Mr. Sylvia draw up papers for legal steps necessary to 
stay cancellation of lease. 


The undersigned request that the following Article be 
inserted into the Warrant for the 1960 Annual Meeting: 

To see of the Town will vote to authorize the ex- 
penditure of Six Hundred ($600.00) Dollars from the 
unexpended balance of One Thousand ($1000.00) Dol- 
lars appropriated in 1959 to obtain a lease from the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts to be used to pay 
the Executive Air Services Inc. as a refund the rental 
which it has paid to the Commonwealth of Massa- 
chusetts or take any other action or pass any other 
votes for said purposes. 


The undersigned request that the following Article be 
inserted into the Warrant for the 1960 Annual Meeting: 
To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Fal- 
mouth Airport Commission and/or the Board of 
Selectmen to enter into an Agreement to lease or buy 
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from the Commonwealth of Massachusetts or from 
any other owner or owners a parcel of land for the 
purpose of establishing and maintaining a municipal 
airport for the Town—or to enter into a lease for air- 
port services with a responsible airport operator for 
such terms as may be desirable, and to raise and ap- 
propriate such sum of money as may be necessary 
therefor and to take any other action which may be 
necessary or desirable for these purposes. 


December 29,1959. A special meeting was held at Coona- 
messett Inn with Falmouth Commission, Board of Selectmen, 
Massachusetts Aeronautic Commission, Falmouth Taxpayers, 
Chamber of Commerce. 


Taxpayers and Chamber of Commerce reiterated that the 
town’s interests were being over ridden by State. Both Re- 
publican and Democratic Town Committees of Falmouth 
approve of retaining present site. 


Town of Falmouth would seek future lease. 


Mr. Lynch agreed to do all possible to aid us in our 
quest to retain present airport. 


It was voted—that Falmouth Airport Commission is 
unanimously in favor of retaining the present Coonamessett 
Airport site for a municipal airport—that the present site is 
the only one in town for practical, safe and economical 
operation. 


Original expense money of $76.60 unexpended.

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Report of the Highway Surveyor 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


The following is a summary of work completed by the 
Highway Department during 1959. 


The Chapter 90 Maintenance program for 1959 has been 
completed. This work annually consists of sealcoating with 
sand and stone cover, patching, brushing and repairing 
shoulders along the roadsides. Included in the stone cover 
program was Sandwich Road, running north from Route 28, 
Teaticket, to Brick Kiln Road and from Boxberry Hill Road 
to the Mashpee line, for a distance of 30,138 feet; Nashawena 
Avenue, from Dock Road, West Falmouth, to Quaker Road, 
for a distance of 2,940 feet. Valley Road, running south from 
Nathan S. Ellis Highway to Hayway Road, for a distance of 
6,340 feet, and Menauhant Road, from Great Pond Bridge to 
Central Avenue, for a distance of 10,500 feet, were sealed with 
a sand cover. Total cost of this contract was $9,000.00, with 
the State, County and Town equally sharing one-third of the 
cost. Reimbursement to the Town from the State and County 
was $6,000. 


The Chapter 90 New Construction program for 1957-1958 
has been completed with new construction of the final section 
of Jones Road, including the Worcester Court East section, 
which crosses Route 28 in Teaticket and Spring Bar Road, 
continuing to the rear of the Stop & Shop and terminating 
at Jericho Path. Contractor for this work was the Campanella 
and Cardi Construction Company. This section was planned 
to allow the flow of Palmer Avenue traffic to enter Jones 
Road to reach the eastern, Falmouth Heights and Menauhant 
areas of the Town, thereby relieving Main Street traffic. Re- 
imbursement to the Town from State and County was $60,000 
on this project. 
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The following roads were sealed with a sand and stone 
cover during the year: Queen Street, for a distance of .4 mile; 
Library Road in Falmouth center, .1 mile; Elm Arch Way, .1 
mile; Allen Avenue, .4 mile; Richards Road, .2 mile; Belvidere 
Road, .2 mile; Hatch Road, .1 mile; Central Park Avenue, .3 
mile; Robbins Road, .1 mile; Harbor Avenue, .2 mile; Nan- 
tucket Avenue, .4 mile; Indiana Avenue, .2 mile; Pennsyl- 
vania Avenue, .2 mile; Massachusetts Avenue, .2 mile; Little 
Rock Avenue, .1 mile; Lake Leaman Road, .1 mile; Young 
Road, .1 mile and Acapesket Road, from Route 28, East Fal- 
mouth, running south to Menauhant Road, for a distance of 
two miles. 


Roads hardened with a mix-in- place surface include 
Mariners Lane, for a distance of 1500 lineal feet; Russell Road, 
1050 feet; Lawrence Street, 1200 feet; Harmony Street, 400 
feet; Corte Real Avenue, 1800 feet; Prince Henry Avenue, 840 
feet; Turtle Pond Road, Tortoise Lane, Pollywog Lane and 
Snapper Lane, for a total distance of 1650 feet; Wilson Road, 
1100 feet; Seacoast Shores Boulevard, 5000 feet. Work on the 
above roads was completed by the construction firm of Turner 
& Breivogel. 


Under the Massachusetts Bond Issue program, Chapter 
718, Acts of 1956, the balance of funds remaining in 1959 was 
expended to resurface the following Woods Hole roads which 
had the prior approval of the Massachusetts Department of 
Public Works: Luscombe Avenue, for a distance of 550 feet; 
West Street, 800 feet; North Street, 1600 feet; Water Street, 
1600 feet; Spencer Baird Road, 1600 feet; Gardiner Road, 530 
feet, Gosnold Road, 1060 feet; Bigelow Street, 530 feet; 
School Street, 1060 feet; Millfield Street, 1600 feet; Center 
Street, 300 feet. M.B.L. Street has been partially resurfaced, 
the delay caused by the incompletion of the underground 
tunnel being built by the Marine Biological Laboratory to 
connect the old and new laboratories. This work will be re- 
sumed in the spring. Drainage was corrected on the roads 
resurfaced and curbing built or reset wherever necessary. 


New sidewalks were built on the following roads: Fresh 
Pond Road, running east from Route 28 to Barrows Road, for 
a distance of 1000 feet; Central Avenue, from Route 28, run- 
ning south for 1000 feet. Completed this year were sidewalks 
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on Maravista Avenue, runinng south, for 2000 feet, and Aca- 
pesket Road, running south from East Falmouth, for 1000 
feet. 


Sidewalks resurfaced include Luscombe Avenue, 650 feet; 
West Street, 700 feet; North Street, 800 feet; School Street, 
400 feet; Water Street, 1600 feet; Millfield Street, 800 feet. 


Major drainage projects completed include a new system 
on Walker Street, the work starting at the entrance to Beebe 
Acres, running north for a distance of 635 feet; on Falmouth 
Heights Road in front of MacDougall’s Boatyard and at the 
entrance to Deacon’s Avenue. 


General maintenance work, including painting street 
lines, patching roads, gravelling roads, and mowing brush 
along the roadside and hazardous corners, is carried on 
throughout the year. 


Major bridge work accomplished during the year was the 
cleaning and painting of Eel Pond, Chapoquoit Island and 
Great Pond Bridges. Steel rods were replaced wherever neces- 
sary. This work was done by the contracting firm of Joseph 
J. Costa and Son. Wooden and cement guard railings were 
painted and repaired throughout the Town. 


Traffic signs are annually erected at the request of the 
Board of Selectmen and the Chief of Police. Street signs were 
replaced and repainted throughout the Town, this being a 
year round project. 


The Highway sheds remain inadequate to properly house 
departmental equipment. After inspection by insurance 
agents, the flooring in the garage was found to be defective 
and therefore condemned. Request for funds to remedy this 
situation has been included in this year’s budget. 


The capital outlay expenditures during the year included 
the purchase of a 2% ton dump truck, a one-half ton pick-up 
truck, front end loader, and a radio base station with four 
units. 


During my years as Highway Surveyor of the Town, it has 
been my privilege to see the growth and many vast improve- 
ments made in the highway system of the Town, and those 
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highways directly affecting the Town as a whole. However, 
the greatest accomplishment in this endeavor was attained 
by a group of civic-minded citizens, who, through their per- 
severance made possible the completion of the first section 
of the new Route 28 Bypass, which was officially opened to 
the public at the close of this year. On behalf of the Town, 
as your Highway Surveyor, I want to thank the members of 
the Route 28 Study Committee: Chairman John R. Hellman, 
Miss A. Elizabeth Buckbee, Sidney L. Moore, Hollis Lovell, 
Manuel Rapoza, Sidney W. Lawrence and Charles A. White, 
Town Engineer. For keeping the public informed of the pro- 
gress of this program, I wish to thank the staffs of the Cape 
Cod Standard-Times and the Falmouth Enterprise. The con- 
tractors, Campanella & Cardi Construction Company, and 
their superintendent, H. F. Holbrook, are to be particularly 
commended for their efficient and capable execution of this 
project. 


I wish to thank the Board of Selectmen, department 
heads and Highway Department personnel for the cooperation 
and assistance they have given me throughout the year.

In the past few years, it has been my contention that 
the Department should have a Deputy Chief in its chain of 
command, to be in charge when I am not available. 


Because of this, I requested the Board of Selectmen to 
appoint an Acting Deputy Chief pending an examination. On 
April 6, 1959, they appointed Sergeant Antone Mogardo as 
Acting Deputy Chief. 


On October 10, 1959, a Civil Service Examination was 
held which was taken by Acting Deputy Chief Antone Mogardo 
and Sergeant John L. Ferreira. Both passed the examination 
and both appealed their marks. At this date no permanent 
appointment has been made. 


With the resignation of Walter C. Cockerham, Jr., on 
September 5, 1959, the Department was left with a vacancy. 
Daniel Cunha was given a provisional appointment until an 
eligibility list is established. 


Spring brought on the usual complaints of window break- 
ing. The offenders were apprehended and restitution satis- 
fied the owners. 


During the Summer we had an episode of bicycle stealing. 
Although no offenders were caught, over 90% of the bicycles 
were recovered. 


We had a series of breaks with an increase of ten over 
last year. All but three were solved. Property running into 
thousands of dollars was recovered. 


The two major breaks during the month of December 
were solved through round the clock tireless efforts of the 
men in the Department who were assigned to the cases. 
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Twenty-six hand revolvers and four high powered rifles, 
together with about forty boxes of shells which were stolen 
from the Falmouth Harbor Boat Sales were recovered. Ap- 
proximately $1200.00 was stolen from the Woods Hole Branch 
of the Falmouth National Bank. Of this amount, about $250 
was recovered. The rest was spent on a spree in New York 
City. 


Three local boys, with past records, were apprehended 
and now are waiting Superior Court and Federal Court trials. 


It gives me great pleasure to report that both of these 
breaks were solved in less than two weeks. 


The “Dawn Patrol” at Falmouth Heights last Summer 
turned out very satisfactory. Disturbing the peace complaints 
lessened considerably. We will definitely have it again this 
Summer. 


At the last annual Town Meeting it was voted to install 
parking meters in Falmouth Heights for the Summer only. 


On May 23, 1959, 110 meters, two-hour limit, were in- 
stalled and went into operation on June 1, 1959. The income 
from these meters, for the three months, totaled $3,838.40. 


Two Policewomen were used as meter attendants during 
the Summer, one in Woods Hole and the other in Falmouth 
Center. They performed their duties in a firm and efficient 
manner. We intend to use them again this coming Summer. 


With the increase of meters throughout the Town, I 
believe it is necessary that the meter attendant have a station 
wagon type cruiser to install meter heads and remove them 
from Woods Hole and Falmouth Heights and also to collect 
the meter money. This type cruiser could be used as an aux- 
iliary ambulance and patrol car when not in use by the Meter 
Attendant. The expense would not increase the taxes as it 
would come out of meter income. 


I feel it is proper to mention at this time the bad accident 
we had on Sandwich Road shortly after mid-night on New 
Year’s Day, January 1, resulting in one fatal and two very 
seriously injured occupants. 
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On duty that night were Officers Kenneth Smith, Ber- 
nard Lawrence and Daniel Cunha. 


The Department received a letter from the doctor who 
was at the scene commending Officer Kenneth Smith and 
Officer George Crocker, who happened to arrive at the acci- 
dent, for their outstanding feat in applying tournequets, 
quickly and properly, which was most instrumental in saving 
the life of one of the individuals. 


Once again, the Department received an award from the 
Massachusetts Safety Council commending the Town of Fal- 
mouth for its active support of traffic safety in 1959.

REPORT OF THE CHIEF 


I hereby submit my annual report as Chief of the Fire 
Department, for the year 1959. 


Following are fires which were the most serious during 
this past year: 


At 1:44 a.m. on Jan. 22, the department received a call 
for a fire at the MacGregor Corporation on Main Street, 
West Falmouth. This fire totally destroyed one building used 
for boat repairs, and ignited two adjoining buildings, which 
we were able to save without serious damage. 


On April 27, at 1:00 a.m., a barn on Red Brook Road, 
Waquoit, was totally destroyed with the contents. 


During an electrical storm on May 22, an unoccupied 
dwelling at Seacoast Shores was struck by lightning which 
set a fire on the second floor. 


A very similar fire at the foot of Shore Street occurred 
on May 29, although the building was struck by lightning 
the afternoon before. This fire had burned itself out due to 
the lack of oxygen and flammable material. 


Considerable damage was done to the Louis Vose block 
on Main Street on August 9, at 2:38 p.m. The fire originated 
in a second floor apartment from the careless handling of 
smoking material. The apartment tenants were not home 
when the fire started. 


September 9 at 3:06 a.m., a box alarm and a telephone 
call came in at the same time for a fire in the Stokes house 
in Megansett. This dwelling had been vacated only a few 
days before, and after a complete investigation it was found 
that a short circuit in the basement had been the cause. 
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On September 26 at 6:01 a.m., we were called by the 
Police Department for a boat fire in Megansett Harbor. The 
gasoline tank had blown before our arrival, causing the boat 
to be a total loss, even though we were able to bring it ashore 
to extinguish the remaining fire. 


On Sunday, November 8 at 3:07 p.m., we received a call 
for smoke at the Henry W. Hall School, which, upon investi- 
gation, showed a fire had occurred, possibly starting the day 
before. Fortunately this fire burned itself out without serious 
damage. After investigating this fire with the Fire Marshal’s 
office and the school authorities, it was found that small 
boys and been playing under the stage area and had acci- 
dentally started a fire the day before. They had assumed it 
was out when leaving. The parents have been advised, and 
the school authorities have been advised to correct the situ- 
ation where the entrance under the building had been made. 


A fire of undetermined origin on November 16 at 3:54 
a.m. destroyed a four room unoccupied dwelling on Percival 
Road, owned by Mr. Rose who lives next door. This fire, 
with several others of undetermined origin remain under 
investigation. 


A call was received at 3:39 p.m. on February 17, to in- 
vestigate a fire in which Ernest Graudat, age 76, lost his life 
in a small building in the rear of Antone Barboza’s in Tea- 
ticket. An overturned portable heater was found to be the 
cause of this fire which burned and asphyxiated Mr. Graudat. 


The Fire Prevention Bureau has been very active again 
this year under Deputy Rogers and the three inspectors, Lieu- 
tenants Costa, Amaral, and Hewins. I feel that fine results 
have been obtained from their efficient work, and the co- 
operation of the public in general is greatly appreciated. Any 
time a problem comes up wherein we can assist, we will be 
most happy to serve in any way possible. 


Albert Malzan retired from the Department on April 1, 
having reached the compulsory retirement age in Massachu- 
setts. Mr. Malzan served the Town honestly and faithfully 
for nearly twenty-nine years as a firefighter. 


Ellsworth Nightingale resigned his temporary appoint- 
ment on September 5 to take other employment. 
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John Giabbai was appointed a Lieutenant from a list 
submitted by Civil Service in December and will become an 
inspector. 


First Aid classes, conducted by John Tulis, Red Cross 
instructor, were attended by permanent men and all call fire- 
men who wished to take advantage of this opportunity. 


Additional money has been requested in the 1960 budget 
for training. With the new training school facilities in Hyan- 
nis in operation, it is planned to utilize these facilities as 
much as funds will allow. It is hoped that a greater degree 
of efficiency will be obtained from the training that will now 
be available to all firemen in Falmouth. 


Deputy James Rogers was assigned to take the Teacher 
Training course for instructors, under the direction of the 
Department of Education. These classes were held in Hyan- 
nis for sixteen weeks without any cost to the Town. Another 
course will be conducted to provide additional instructors for 
the departments that so wish them, starting about the first 
of February, for a duration of eight weeks. 


I would like to thank Colonel DaVania, Colonel White, 
and Chief Cahoon for the privileges granted this Department 
for the training of our Frogmen under the expert supervision 
of Deputy Joseph Goudreau. The Falmouth Frogmen assisted 
other departments in locating the bodies of two children who 
drowned in Great Herring Pond in Bourne in November, un- 
der the most adverse conditions, for two days and an evening, 
until both bodies were recovered. 


Several thousand dollars worth of equipment was ob- 
tained through Civil Defense Surplus Property, with only the 
small transportation cost being paid by the Town. 


All equipment in the Department has been repaired when 
necessary. It has been difficult to obtain parts for the older 
apparatus. 


False alarms this past year have cost the town a con- 
siderable amount of money, and it is hoped that in the near 
future, those responsible will be apprehended before a serious 
accident happens. 
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We wish to thank the Selectmen, all Department heads, 
and individuals who have assisted us in any way this past 
year.

REPORT OF THE FIRE PREVENTION BUREAU 


We have issued 339 Oil Permits, 266 Permits for Liquified 
Petroleum Gas, 183 Incinerator Permits, 15 Dynamite Permits, 
4 Gasoline Permits, and 1 Fireworks Permit. 


The following applications were taken in during 1959:

The sum of $345.50 was turned over to the Town Treasurer. 


During the past year, all schools were inspected monthly 
during the school term, and fire drills were held when the 
weather permitted. 


Business establishments have been inspected month- 
ly, and improvements have been made which would lessen 
the chance of fire in these buildings. 


Both Summer and year-round hotels and motels have 
been inspected periodically. 


Nursing homes have been inspected according to State 
Law, and also Day Nursery Schools. 


The Junior Fire Marshal Plan, which was instituted last 
year, has been continued, and I believe it is the type of pro- 
gram that will show benefits not only now, but in years to 
come, as these students become mature citizens. 
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The members of the Fire Prevention Bureau have ap- 
peared before different organizations as well as in school 
assemblies to show movies and give fire prevention talks. 
This Bureau offers its services free to any organization which 
would like a program on fire prevention. Many fine movies 
are available, and displays of actual items which were the 
cause of recent fires can be shown. 


More applications were taken out this year than last, but 
fewer permits were issued this year. I believe this was the 
result of the shortage of manpower, which made it necessary 
to keep the inspectors in the station for fire duty. To the best 
of my Knowledge, the inspectors have applied themselves to 
their duties and to increasing their knowledge of the many 
state regulations which have been issued recently. 


It is my opinion that the inspectors will be able to keep 
abreast of the incoming permits as soon as a Gas Inspector 
is appointed to handle the gas permits now handled by the 
regular inspectors.

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Report of the Forest Fire Warden

Gentlemen: 


I hereby submit my report as Forest Warden for the year 
1959. 


This year, due to past experience, permit fires for burning 
brush and grass were not issued until one hour later in the 
day, as too many fires were getting out of control. It has been 
noted that with this change, the number of permit fires out 
of control were kept to an absolute minimum, and this policy 
will continue this coming year. 


Serious forest fire days were rather limited this year, but 
several times we were Kept busy during these dry days. 


I would like to commend Frank Holbrook, Supt. for Cam- 
panella & Cardi Construction Company, on the West Fal- 
mouth by-pass, for an excellent job done with the clearing 
for this road. The cooperation and assistance given this De- 
partment is greatly appreciated. 


New fire breaks will have to be made along the east side 
of the new by-pass to assist us if a fire should start in that 
area, aS it is almost impossible to enter this terrain with our 
equipment without a fire break. 


Children playing with matches still give us considerable 
trouble, and I respectfully request all parents to use extreme 
caution in keeping matches away from children. 


A serious grass and brush fire in Teaticket in December 
gave us considerable trouble before being checked, as two of 
the three forest trucks were in storage for the winter, due to 
the cold weather. The county brush breaker from North Fal- 
mouth, had to be called, along with Engine 5 and the Tank 
Truck from East Falmouth, as two large barns and houses 
were very seriously endangered. This fire covered a total of 
ten acres of grass and brush before extinguishment. 
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Again, I would like to thank Mrs. Ida Sylvester (Fire 
Tower Observer) for her most efficient work this past year. 
I wish to also thank all Department heads and organizaions 
for any assistance rendered this Department. It is greatly 
appreciated.

Gentlemen: 


The Town Engineer submits herewith the report of the 
Engineer’s Department for the year 1959. 

Layouts were made for the thirteen roads that were sub- 
mitted to the Annual Meeting under Article 49. Abandon- 
ment plans were drawn for the several layouts of Dillingham 
Avenue. A new layout for extending Jones Road westerly 
through the Hospital Site to Sippewissett was surveyed and 
will be filed as a County layout. Preliminary plans were 
drawn for extending Katharine Lee Bates Road westerly to 
Palmer Avenue. 

Land surveys were made and bounds set on the several 
parcels taken for the Jones Road School Site. A plan of the 
Mary A. Davis property at Davisville was prepared for title 
purposes. Topographical surveys were made of the Good- 
will Park Amphitheater Site and of the Jones Road School 
Site. 

Drainage surveys were made of the area between Morse 
Pond and the head of Inner Harbor. Lines and grades were 
set for drainage installations on Walker Street, Heights Road 
and Deacons Avenue. Street lines were given and bounds set 
as requested during the year. Soundings were taken in Shiv- 
ericks Pond and estimates made for the cost of filling in the 
pond between the Police Station and the Post-office. Grades 
were set for the West Falmouth ball park project. 

House numbers were assigned for mail delivery on Grand 
Avenue North, Oyster Pond Road, Fells Road and the Woods 
Hole Road. A system of numbers was established for the Vil- 
lage of Woods Hole. 

Revision work on the Assessors Maps was continued with 
the limited time and help available. Qualified personnel is 
still unattainable and this condition will exist as long as 
private employment continues to be good.

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Report of the Dog Officer

Gentlemen: 


I hereby submit my annual report as Dog Officer for the 
year 1959. 

During the past year I have picked up 209 stray dogs. 

I have disposed of 271 dogs plus 29 wild dogs. 

I have answered 978 calls. 

I have returned 73 dogs to their rightful owners. 

I have traveled 11,902 miles. 

On at least two occasions police have reported deer being 
killed by dogs, however, through my various observations I 
am not entirely convinced that this has been the work of 
what the law defines as “dogs living in a wild state”. This 
situation has been contributed to, in my opinion, by dog 
owners who through their ignorance, carelessness and neglect 
have disregarded completely the order restraining all dogs 
from running at large. 

I have reason to believe that ordinary house dogs have 
played a part in this situation by joining a pack or packs led 
by wild dogs. 

It might be pointed out that there is a vast difference 
in regard to the comparison of the wild dog so called and the 
ordinary domesticated house dog. Some of the more obvious 
differences appear in the fur and the various reactions when 
being approached by humans. 

In view of what has been mentioned, it should be made 
clear, however, that any and all dogs observed in the act of 
violating any of the statutes pertaining thereto will be dealt 
with accordingly.

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Report of the Town Forest Committee 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Town Hall, Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


The new state highway now crosses the Northwest corner 
of the Town Forest. It passes through a grove of some mixed 
but mostly red pine which is one of the first plantings in 1928. 
It is regretable that this growth of trees had to be destroyed, 
but it is a satisfaction that the remainder are left standing 
along the roadside and in the center strip as they beautify 
the entrance to the village. The Forester’s cabin on the 
Wishing Moon Hill Road lay directly in the “taking” for the 
new Highway and has been moved to a position further east 
on this road, which remains the main entrance to the Forest. 
Two other roads entering the Forest in this neighborhood 
have been abandoned because of the construction of the 
“Limited access” type of Highway. 


The moving required rebuilding the foundations and 
chimney of the cabin and sundry repairs to the cabin as well, 
all of which have been completed by the Forester and his 
assistant Frank Hastay. The committee believes that an ex- 
cellent job was done and we are pleased to report that the 
expense of this work was more than covered by a settlement 
made by the state to the Selectmen for the “taking”. The 
cooperation of the Highway, Park Departments and Camp- 
anella & Cardi in connection with this relocation is gratefully 
acknowledged. 


Routine maintenance of the roads in the Forest has con- 
tinued. The culvert draining the swamp at the north end of 
Long Pond Reservoir became clogged causing water to back 
up killing many trees. During a period of low water the cul- 
vert was cleared and a screen installed to prevent this from 
happening again. A “Settling pool” was dredged as well to 
further insure control of water and the level in the back 
area. 
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The plantations of white and red pines along Gifford 
Street have been pruned to a depth of 150 feet from the street 
and several of the other plantations not seen from the high- 
ways have been “thinned” and pruned up from the ground. 
At present the plantation along the North side of Long Pond 
are being thinned back and underbrush cut for the first time 
since their planting. Additional labor supplied by the Welfare 
department and further help by the students sent from the 
School have been very welcome in doing this work. 


The plantings in the Nursery have done well with the 
assistance of some irrigation during “Dry Spells” in summer. 
During the spring 73 trees were removed from this nursery 
by the Treeplanting Committee for replanting along our 
streets and at the Marina. Many of the larger trees remaining 
in the Nursery should be transplanted next Spring before they 
become too large to be moved economically. 


The Town Forest has suffered a great loss in the death 
of Ralph J. Waite who passed on December 25th. Mr. Waite 
had been a member of the Town Forest Committee and its 
Chairman since his appointment in 1951. His presence at our 
meetings will be missed. 


The committee extends its commendation to Mr. Joseph 
Figuerido and Franklin Hastay for their fine work in the For- 
est and for their loyal and sincere interest in its development.

Town Forest Committee 
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Report of the Tree Planting Committee 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 


The Tree Planting Committee has accomplished both 
spring and fall planting programs during the past year. As 
was first done in 1957, many of the trees have been planted 
on private property with either expressed or written consent 
having been obtained by the owners. However, the trees have 
been set out within the prescribed limits of the street line by 
which they still remain the property of the Town. In general 
the distribution of trees has been made throughout the streets 
of the Town rather than in any one particular location. By so 
doing it is hoped to develop an overall planting program 
simultaneously rather than to develop a limited area. Ap- 
proximately one hundred trees have been set out under these 
programs. 


Further planting as well as continued care of the trees 
and shrubs set out last year at the Marina Park at Falmouth 
Harbor has been handled under the direction of the Tree 
Warden whose co-operation in the efforts of the Tree Plant- 
ing Committee is greatly appreciated and for which we wish 
to express our thanks by acknowledgement in this report. 
The Committee also wishes to acknowledge the time and ef- 
fort which the Town Forest Committee has devoted to the 
care of the nursery established by the Tree Planting Com- 
mittee and which is located in Town Forest. We have been 
able to make a substantial transfer of trees from the nursery 
to the streets of the town again this year. In the fall we 
replenished all available space with seedlings or whips. 


The need for continuing the work of this Committee 
cannot be underestimated and again we ask that the voters 
of the Town unanimously approve all moves which are rec- 
ommended by the Finance Committee for this work. Although 
the trees seem insignificant when they are set out; they, when 
fully developed constitute a distinct asset to the Town’s at- 
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tractiveness and a living testimony to the farsightedness of 
the citizens of the present generation to be enjoyed by the 


citizens of future generations.

Tree Planting Committee 
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Report of the Library Trustees 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


The Library Trustees this year are consolidating the re- 
port of the North Falmouth Branch Library with that of the 
Falmouth Public Library as it is now operated as a branch 
library. The 1960 budget for North Falmouth has been in- 
corporated with that of the Falmouth Library, thus effecting 
some savings in the purchase of supplies and books, also 
greater efficiency in bookkeeping. Bringing the operation 
of both libraries under the leadership and guidance of Mrs. 
Atwood will coordinate and make for the best service at both 
locations. Much credit is due Mrs. Ida Small Sylvester, our 
North Falmouth branch librarian, for her interest and devo- 
tion over the years which have resulted in continued increase 
in circulation and library services to the community. 


The North Falmouth Library Association, in addition to 
gifts of books for circulation and a fifteen volume encyclo- 
pedia, have also financed Library of Congress cards to catalog 
the books in the collection given by the Association. Associ- 
ation members have also assisted in library work at which 
volunteers could be of service. Mrs. Paula Shields, chairman 
of the committee for National Library Week, obtained both 
help and materials from Otis Air Force Base. Models of all 
types of planes as well as missiles were set up and explained 
by Base personnel. The models were also displayed at the 
Falmouth library. 


The committee feels that in Mrs. Atwood we have a most 
capable person to develop an outstanding library which can 
be a credit to the town. We have a long range program to 
extend services and facilities which we feel the public will 
find useful. 


Our first step will be the preparation of a room with a 
separate outside entrance as a Children’s Room. Mrs. Jean- 
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ette A. Cobb has been appointed Children’s Librarian. She 
will have charge of the selection and cataloging of books for 
children, arrange programs and storyhours, and co-operate 
with the school department in its reading program. 


An outside book deposit installed recently has proved its 
usefulness to borrowers wishing to return books when the 
library is not open. An electrically operated machine for 
charging out books has been installed. This has speeded up 
the charge-out system to take care of our 41% increase in 
circulation of books and related materials this past year over 
that of 1958. Library hours have been increased to provide 
greater service. The library is now open at noon every day, 
and every evening Monday through Friday. Saturday open- 
ing hour is 10 a.m. The staff has been augmented to meet 
the increase in hours and circulation. Mrs. Atwood is work- 
ing on a student assistant training program for High School 
students. Our adult personnel is also being trained in library 
techniques and encouraged to broaden their outlook under 
Mrs. Atwood’s capable and enthusiastic leadership. 


The committee very much appreciates the efforts of Mrs. 
Atwood this past year to give Falmouth, as she so aptly ex- 
presses it, “The best library on Cape Cod.”

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Report of the Sewer Study Committee 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 

Annual Town Meeting of 1959 appropriated $2500 for the 
purchase of land to be used for municipal disposal purposes. 
But it rejected completely the excellent plans for a sewerage 
system which were brought before it as the culmination of 
three years work by various town committees and several 
competent sanitary engineers. 


The Sewer Study Committee, however, was retained and 
was charged this time to study a larger area of the center 
of Falmouth village. It met to reorganize on June 9 and re- 
elected Thomas F. Ferreira chairman. Dogged by public 
apathy and vague official directives, it set about its work 
with a deep sense of frustration. The need for a Falmouth 
sewer had been clearly established; the surveys had long ago 
been made; the reports were all on file. 


A “more inclusive study” such as this committee was now 
asked to make had been prepared in 1946 by Frank A. Bar- 
bour, a very reliable consulting engineer. His definitive en- 
gineering plans, still on public record with the Board of 
Water Commissioners, had been rejected as “too inclusive.” 
Whitman and Howard plans submitted in 1957 had suffered 
a similar fate—Town Meeting asked for plans for a Main 
Street sewer and in the end rejected them because they did 
indeed cover primarily the Main Street area. 

The long, sad story of Falmouth’s failure to face up to its 
pollution problem goes round and round. It began in 1914 
when the state Department of Public Health suggested that 
any town which had maintained a municipal water supply 
for thirteen years should give serious thought to the dis- 
posal issues it had thus automatically assumed. 

The story makes vivid reading periodically when the De- 
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partment of Public Health or some alert citizens become 
alarmed at the many evidences of pollution. It passes rel- 


atively quietly through the period in which the WPA would 
have built and installed a complete system at very, very 
small cost to the town. It has no sorrier chapter than the 
recent one in which the committee headed by Mr. Charles 
C. Willis was defeated in its monumental and sincere effort 
to bring to Falmouth—at a very moderate cost—the finest, 
most suitable sewerage system yet developed for our situation. 


Engineering consultant to the Willis Committee was 
Clarence I. Sterling, Jr., of Boston. Mr. Sterling is now direc- 
tor and chief engineer of the Massachusetts Water Resources 
Commission. He had no axes to grind when he made his in- 
vestigation here. Yet he made the following summary of the 
condition he found: 


1. Massachusetts Department of Public Health had re- 
peatedly recommended a public sewage system for the 
Main Street area. 


2. Fifty-eight percent of the 130 water services in this area 
are having difficulty with present sewage disposal facil- 
ities or cannot expand present facilities. 


3. It is impossible in this area to comply with reasonable 
minimal health regulations for private sewage disposal. 


4. Density of buildings along Main Street is nearly three 
times as great as considered necessary for installation 
of a public sewer. 


5. Sewage disposal will become increasingly more difficult 
each year with increased consumption and detergent use. 


6. Sewage disposal will become so acute within a few years 
that certain business establishments will be forced to 
move from the area, thus decreasing property values for 
the owners and tax incomes to the town. 


7. Postponement of the construction of the Main Street 
sewer has over doubled the estimated cost since 1946. 
Further delay will increase the cost about 8 percent per 
year. 
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8. If a public sewerage system is not installed, new sewage 
treatment works will have to be installed at the Village 
and Hall schools. 


THESE CONDITIONS STILL EXIST. 


The 1959 Sewer Study Committee has reviewed all avail- 
able plans, and it finds that the plan engineered by Frank 
A. Barbour in the year 1946 includes that area which the 
committee feels should be included in the initial Falmouth 
village installation. However, before this plan could be used, 
an additional survey would be required because of the desig- 
nated change in the disposal area. It is assumed that the 
cost of this survey would amount to approximately $20,000. 


The Sewer Study Committee unanimously endorses an 
expandable sewer system for the center of Falmouth with 
treatment by oxidation ponds located at the Blacksmith Shop 
Road site proposed in June, 1958. It unanimously calls for 
prompt action. 


However, it feels that the town is still unwilling or un- 
able to face up to its disposal problems. It deems the town’s 
time and money foolishly spent which only buys more plans 
to be filed into oblivion with the fine ones now on record. 
And it thinks that local citizens, the Massachusetts Depart- 
ment of Public Health, and all the people who visit our town 
in summer have a right to know honestly that Falmouth is 
still shirking its responsibility in this vital area. 


The Sewer Study Committee therefore asks to be dis- 
charged.

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Report of the Water and Sewer Department 


To the Citizens of the Town of Falmouth: 


We submit for your approval our report for the year 1959. 
Robert C. Neal was elected to the Board of Water Commis- 
sioners for a three year term and the Board organized for 
the year with Ormond C. Ellery, Chairman; Robert C. Neal, 
Vice Chairman and Joseph R. Hall, Secretary. John W. Hughes 
was reappointed as Superintendent. 


Receipts increased from $185,250.89 to $197,966.27 and it 
seems reasonable to assume they will continue at this rate 
or increase. For this reason it was decided we could safely 
assume the principal and interest payments on the 1954 Water 
Main Loan which has heretofore been paid by the Town. This 
is the goal set by your Board in 1954 and it is gratifying to 
relieve the Town of this expense. Obviously the Town must 
assume the 1959 Water Mains Loan as planned until such 
time as our receipts are sufficient to meet this expense. Total 
outstanding debt is now $913,100.00. 


The 1959 Water Mains project authorized at the Annual 
Town Meeting was substantially completed by the end of* 
the year. Final cleanup, patching, etc. will be completed next 
Spring. The project included a new line from the Pumping 
Station to East Falmouth and new pipe in Church Street and 
Quissett Harbor Road. The 24”, 20” and 16” main to East Fal- 
mouth will substantially improve flows to this section and 
reduce the pumping head. The mains installed in Church 
Street and Quissett Harbor Road will correct the extremely 
deficient fire flows on these streets. Contract for these im- 
provements was awarded to the low bidder, Cannavino & 
Shea, Inc. of Leominster, Mass. at a bid price based on esti- 
mated quantities of $337,170.00. Twelve bids were received 
and ranged as high as $442,814.00. The contract did not in- 
clude valves, hydrants and other miscellaneous materials 
purchased by the Town, and engineering fees. The favorable 
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bid price will enable us to complete another small project and 
an article will appear in the Annual Town Meting Warrant 
to authorize use of the balance from the $460,000.00 bond is- 
sue. Engineering was by Whitman & Howard, Boston, Mass. 
and local supervision was ably handled by Robert G. Thomp- 
son as resident engineer. 


Brick Kiln Road between the new by-pass highway and 
Rte. 28 in West Falmouth was relocated as part of the new 
highway construction and since it was necessary to replace 
about 1200 ft. of 2” pipe we were able to accomplish part of 
the long range improvements to the system at an advantage 
to the Town by substituting 12” in place of 2” pipe. The Water 
Department furnished the materials and the State paid for 
the installation. 


Water Main extensions continued at a high level with 
a total of 11,192 ft. of various size mains installed. Several 
projects remain on our books and a large volume of work will 
be carried over to next year. 


During the year 211 new services were added and 53 
service connections were renewed. 


We could accomplish only essential maintenance this 
year. Hydrants were carefully inspected and maintained in 
good condition. Many of the older models should be replaced 
in the near future. Over half of the hydrants were repainted 
and the remainder will be completed next year. 


The Woods Hole standpipe was sandblasted and painted 
inside and out and is now in good condition. The contract 
was awarded to the low bidder, William R. Dunlap, Inc. of At- 
tleboro, Mass. for the bid price of $3,780.00. 


The pilot treatment plant in the Long Pond Pumping Sta- 
tion has been continued with no definite conclusions yet ap- 
parent. This project has been in operation for several years 
and although we have experimented with many types of 
treatment none have been found that are equally effective 
with both ferrous and nonferrous metals. Several confer- 
ences have been held with qualified corrosion engineers and 
chemists. The State is cooperating and the facilities of the 
Lawrence Experimental Station have been made available to 
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us on many occasions for analysis of special water samples. 
At a recent conference in the State House there was some in- 
dication they may request a Federal grant to do basic re- 
search on this problem. 


The use of Calgon T G for full scale treatment of the 
water supply was discontinued after using this material for 
about a year and a half. Although the results were good the 
additional cost of this material did not seem to warrant con- 
tinued use and it was decided to change back to regular Cal- 
gon. Chlorine dosage continued at .25PPM. 


Total water pumped during the year increased by 31.2 
million gallons. Peak pumping occurred as follows; largest 
day August 28, 3.62 million gallons; largest week August 16 
to 22, 21.08 million gallons and the largest month was August 
when 84.45 million gallons were pumped. Average daily con- 
sumption in summer (June to September inclusive) increased 
from 2.16 to 2.30 million gallons and the winter months from 
1.24 to 1.30 million gallons. Rainfall was about normal and 
Long Pond water level was relatively constant. The new die- 
sel pumping unit performed in a very economical and highly 
satisfactory manner. 


Steady progress has been made on plans and records. Sec- 
tional plans of the system are nearly complete and are being 
kept up to date as new subdivisions are approved and new 
water main extensions made. Valve location diagrams have 
been drawn covering about one third of the system. Research 
and tabulation by streets showing kind, size, length and 
date laid has been completed for nearly all streets having 
water mains. Existing records have been supplemented and 
verified by field measurements. Preliminary totaling indi- 
cates a major difference between the number of miles of 
mains currently published in this report and the number of 
miles accurately accounted for. These differences will be cor- 
rected in our next Annual Report. 


WOODS HOLE SEWER 


Sewer use charges of $2,496.81 were billed and the Tax 
Collector reported receipts of $2,286.69 on the betterment as- 
sessment. 
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Pursuant to the action taken at the Annual Town Meet- 
ing under Article 95 a contract was awarded to the low bidder, 
LaPlante Bros., Webster, Mass. for laying house sewer con- 
nections between the main and the property line. A total of 
83 such connections were made and the final cost was $10,- 
480.37. The project was carried on rapidly and efficiently with 
a minimum of inconvenience to traffic and was completed in 
June before the seasonal increase in traffic began. Five prop- 
erties were connected to the sewer and three connections to 
the old Fish & Wildlife buildings were discontinued making a 
total of 80 connections in use. 


The Town Meeting action providing for the connections 
previously referred to also provided for reimbursement for 
that part between the sewer main and property line to own- 
ers who had previously connected. A careful survey was made 
to determine the length and other pertinent data. Unit prices 
paid by the Town under the LaPlante Bros. contract were 
adjusted slightly and used to compute the reimbursement to 
the property owners. The legal details have not been com- 


pleted and this has delayed payment to property owners, how- 
ever, we sincerely hope that reimbursement may be made 


early next year. 


In connection with the improvements to the pumping 
station a contract was awarded to Hosmer R. Kimball Co., 
Boston, Mass, in the amount of $6,373.00 for furnishing a new 
variable speed pump with automatic controls. Delivery of this 
unit is scheduled for next Spring and we hope that installa- 
tion will be completed before the peak load occurs next sum- 
mer. A flow meter will also be installed, this will enable us 
to adjust the chlorine dosage more accurately and provide 
an accurate record of sewage pumped. 


In conclusion we wish to thank the various Town Offi- 
cials, Department heads, and all our employees for the fine 
cooperation we received during the year.

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Report of the Board of Public Welfare 


To the Citizens of the Town of Falmouth: 


The year 1959 has been one of major changes and con- 
troversy in the Welfare Department. At the request of the 
Finance Committee, town meeting voted $5,000.00 for an in- 
vestigation of the department. While we agree with the 
reasons that prompted this request by the Finance Commit- 
tee, the laws do not permit the type investigation contem- 
plated, so the Board of Public Welfare had no choice but to 
deny access to the case records, to the agent hired by the 
Finance Committee. The Board was then taken to court by 
the Finance Committee in an attempt to get a court order 
to require us to allow access to the case records. At this 
time, although court action will probably continue, the court 
has ruled in favor of the Board of Public Welfare. 


The State Department of Public Welfare conducted a 
100% survey of Falmouth’s records during the year. This 
also included general relief at our request. Two field repre- 
sentatives spent many months on the work, and then an 
audit was made of the books. Referrals were sent to us on 
each case, and their recommendations were put into effect. 
It was recommended that the administrative setup of the 
department be strengthened. Steps have been taken to ac- 
complish this. 


The department had three resignations and two appoint- 
ments, during 1959. Mrs. Mary K. Minot resigned her position 
as social worker last spring. William Pires was hired to re- 
place her and when he resigned in October, Mrs. Elizabeth 
Kaull, formerly a social worker in Dennis, was appointed to 
the position. Miss Helen Wattie was appointed on a part 
time basis as social worker to work on referrals from the 
State Department. Miss Wattie formerly was with the Wor- 
cester Department of Public Welfare. 
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We wish to thank all those who aided us in carrying out 
our program, especially Dr. Nathaniel W. Faxon for his valu- 
able service as medical advisor, and Mrs. Alice Dutra who has 
been acting as Director during the extended absence of the 
Director.

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Report of the Personnel Board 


To the Citizens of the Town of Falmouth: 


The Personnel Board met nineteen times during 1959 and 
acted upon many requests for step-rate increases and re- 
classifications. A review of the more important highlights 
is as follows: 


During the past year the Board created three positions: 
Dock Master’s Mate (Waterways Committee), Deputy Police 
Chief (Police Dept.), and Children’s Librarian (Library). 


Recently the Falmouth Town Employees’ Association 
have initiated action to insert an article in the 1960 Annual 
Town Meeting warrant for approval of a ten per cent across 
the board salary increase, basis of which is a rise in the cost 
of living. According to the Massachusetts Retail Price Index, 
the cost of living has increased approximately 10.7% since 
the inception of the Plan in 1956. However, the Board does 
not recommend an increase at this time since it is felt that 
the five per cent across the board increase granted Town 
Employees in February 1958, together with the provisions of 
Chapter 32B (group life, accidental death and dismember- 
ment insurance, and hospital medical-surgical insurance) 
and the longevity increments approved in 1959 closely ap- 
proximate the increased cost of living. 


Also included in the 1960 Annual Town Meeting warrant 
is an article offered by the Board to formally amend the Plan 
to incorporate various changes and up-gradings in positions 
which have occurred during the past year.

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Report of the Superintendent of Schools 


To the School Committee of the Town of Falmouth 
Ladies and Gentlemen: 


It is customary at the close of the terminal year of a 
decade to take a ten year look both backward and forward. 
This tends to keep things orderly and in proper perspective. 
So, the theme of this report: Schools in a decade of change. 
General Conditions ( 


During the decade, four conditions on a national scale 

have notably affected schools: 

(1) The continuance of the high birth rates of the post- 
war forties and the consequent increase in the pro- 
portion of school-age children to total population; 

(2) The unceasing rise in “cost of living”; 

(3) The even greater rise in wages and general standard 
of living; and 

(4) The demands, resulting from many causes, for more 
and better quality education. 


These conditions have created a need for more and bet- 
ter teachers; for proportionately higher pay for these teach- 
ers, since they are in diminishing supply; for more school 
buildings; and for improved services. Thus, for education even 
more than for many other essential services, the result has 
been higher cost. The end is not in sight. 


Falmouth: Evidences of Change—Births and Enrollment 
Witness the Town of Falmouth and the Falmouth Schools. 
Births in Falmouth in 1949 numbered 224. (This was con- 

sidered high, a part of the post-war “catching-up” phenom- 


enon.) In the year 1958, the number of local births was more 
than double the number recorded in 1949. 


Enrollment for the school year ending June, 1949, was 
1652, as against an enroliment for the year ending June, 1959, 


of 3,038. 
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In the same period, the teaching staff had increased 
from 65 to 119. 


The one statistic that remained relatively constant 
‘throughout the decade was the proportion of pupils to total 
teaching and service staff. This remained at about twenty 
pupils to each employee. 


‘Costs 


In a stable economy, this stable ratio of pupils to oper- 
ating staff should be reflected in stable unit costs. But in the 
last decade, this has been far from the case. 


In 1950, the Town appropriated $310,708.00 for the opera- 
tion of schools. The 1959 appropriation was $890,726.00. 
The unit cost per pupil rose during the period approximately 
65%. 


This is traced largely to salaries. The average annual 
salary paid to teachers and administrators in 1949-50 was 
$3,160; the average in 1959-60 was approximately $5,126. 
Whereas custodians received $2,100 on the average in 1949, 
they received $3,890 in 1960. So with clerical employees: 
$2,085 in 1949, and $3,200 in 1960. These increases in salaries 
appear to parallel increases in wages in other employment. 


Quantity, Quality and New Services 


| This is not to say, however, that the averages represent 
charges for precisely the same quality of material or service 
that the lesser amounts of money bought a decade ago. The 
conditions of good learning, of safety and sanitation have 
been vastly improved for the majority of children by the ad- 
dition of new buildings and related educational facilities. A 
new high school building for 1,000 pupils and a new 500 pu- 


pil elementary school have been completed. 


These buildings and their related equipment have been 
made available to the public for adult education and other 
recreational and cultural activitiies. The high school alone 
was used 114 evenings in 1959 for other-than-school com- 
munity activities. This service is not without cost, but it is 
diffficult not to believe that the expenditure has returned 
much by way of enrichment of our community life. 
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The care and operation of these facilities, so widely used, 
require of custodians different levels of competence from 
that demanded of custodians 10 years ago. 


Among the professional staff also, higher demands of 
training and professional orientation have been encouraged 
through operation of School Committee policy and the ap- 
plication of higher State certification requirements. At the 
beginning of the deacde, for example, 48% of the teachers in 
Falmouth held no academic degree; only 9% held master’s 
degrees. By contrast, at present 89% of all Falmouth teachers 
hold at least a bachelor’s degree, and 37% hold professional 
or liberal arts master’s degrees. 


Certain special services, requiring people of specialized 
competence, have also been added to the school program. 
These include speech therapy, and school adjustment coun- 
selling. Other already existing services have been reorgan- 
ized, extended and improved. These include guidance services, 
the remedial reading instruction program, and the remedial 
classes for variously handicapped children. Other innovations 
have been duly recorded as they have occurred: kindergar- 
tens, new grouping practices, improvement of industrial arts 
programs, enriched secondary school offerings, in-school in- 
strumental music instruction, and many more. 


Signs of Progress — Test Data 


The effects of all these things are not easy to measure. 
Perhaps the most objective evidence we have is that provided 
by the standardized tests which are administered twice an- 
nually in all academic subjects at all grade levels in our 
schools. The results provide means for comparing objectively 
and fairly the performance of individuals or for evaluating 
the progress of groups. What they reveal is encouraging. 
They show that our pupils have higher than average devel- 
oped ability. The performance of the pupils is commensurate 
with this ability. The average performance of Falmouth pu- 
pils at each grade level in 1959 is significantly higher than 
the national norms with which performance is compared. 


Comparisons between performance of groups now and 
formerly within our own system are also revealing. Take, for 
example, Grade 6 of June, 1959, and compare it with Grade 
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_ 6, 1951 (the earliest class for which comparable scores are on 
| file). The scores of the later class of June, 1959, on all aca- 
| demic areas exceeded those attained by Grade 6, June, 1951, 
| by more than a full year’s growth on the test scale; this, 
| despite the fact that the pupils of the later class were, on the 
| average, a half year younger than their earlier counterparts. 
| Furthermore, more than half of the members of the earlier 
class had been retarded a year or more; whereas, less than 
| 8% of the later class had been “held back”. 


| The scores made by Grade 5 of June, 1959, are also inter- 
esting. Averaging a year and a half younger than Grade 6 
of 1951, they nevertheless performed better in each subject 
tested. 


Graduates in Higher Schools 


| The number of pupils attending schools beyond high 
school could be indicative of many things: the economic and 
‘educational status of the parents; even, in part perhaps, the 
istimulus to further education given by the school. 


Of the 116 high school graduates in the class of 1959, 
forty-eight pupils (or 41% of the class) were admitted to some 
school beyond high school. One pupil was admitted to Mount 
Holyoke College from the junior class. Of the 82 graduates 
fina 1949, eighteen (or 22%) continued their education.

Pupil Mobility — an Influence on Program 

| Although the schools have doubtless contributed toward 
these effects, other factors have also been at work. Impor- 
tant among these, though not commonly taken account of, is 
the mobility of some of our population. Some statistics re- 
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lating to the current Grade 12 are revealing. Of the 233 chil- 
dren who started school in Falmouth twelve years ago, who 
would normally graduate this June, 104 or 45% are still in 
our schools; seven are in private schools, two are in college, 
two are deceased, eighty-five have moved to another com- 
munity, and thirty-three have left school and are presumably 
still in Falmouth. 


Sixty members of the present senior class received part of 
their schooling elsewhere than in Falmouth. They have en- 
tered our schools at all grade levels, but the average length 
of their attendance in Falmouth schools is five and a half 
years. 


These children come to the Falmouth schools from many 
places. A survey of our present 8th grade in 1958 revealed, 
for example, that 135 pupils, or 46% of that class, had been 
born elsewhere than in Falmouth. The listing of their places 
of birth included thirty-one states and four foreign countries. 


Ours is indeed a cosmopolitan and mobile pupil popu- 
lation, and this condition brings to the school its special re- 
wards and penalties. It brings the stimulation that comes of 
associating with divers people who have had interesting ex- 
periences. On the other hand, it raises formidable barriers — 
to the maintenance of continuity and stability in the educa- 
tional program. 


To break down these barriers, we must specialize more 
than most in the discovery of and adaptations to individual 
needs. Guidance services, special remedial teachers, pupil 
grouping practices that take account of wide differences, a 
highly developed testing program—all these are of special 
significance to us. 


School Adjustment Counsellor — A New Service 

Added to this list this year, was the service of a School 
Adjustment Counsellor. Her function essentially, as we see 
it, is to work on a social-worker level with children (and all 
who influence them) who early exhibit social tendencies 
which, if unattended to, may lead later to socially unaccept- 
able conduct or to other crippling disability. 


In an area like Cape Cod, where there is conspicuous 
dearth of public agencies equipped to counsel on social and 
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emotional problems, this appointment contributes toward the 
filling of a great need. The good effect of this and of other 
similar services is by no means only to those counseled or 
treated. By helping with difficult children, they make it pos- 
sible for each other child to have a fairer share of the teach- 
'er’s time. 


| The State is a party to this program to the extent of 
$4,500 of the adjustment counsellor’s salary. 


The Teaching of Reading — An Example of Group Effort 


How the schools dealt with reading instruction during 
_the past year is indicative of adaptation to apparent need. 


To teach reading skills more effectively so that more 
life-inriching reading will be done was a-task to which the 
staff devoted itself this year. Toward this end, a good deal 
of energy has been given to adjusting motivations to the 
maturity and level of sophistication of pupils. 


(1) The reading grouping practices developed last year 
for the intermediate grades has been continued, and similar 
practices have been developed for the jr-high school. Under 
‘this system, reading is taught in groups assembled on the 
‘basis of levels of reading maturity, without regard to grade 
placement. 


| (2) To insure continuity of instruction, one of the read- 
ing specialists, Mrs. Ribero, has been assigned to consult with 
teachers about availability and use of instructional materials 
and to supervise instruction in reading at both the upper- 
intermediate and junior high school levels. 


(3) In the high school, a cumulative reading inventory 
has been adopted as one means of causing pupils to keep 
some kind of log of their reading. 


(4) The elementary school teachers undertook to encour- 
age summer reading. Toward this end, they developed, under 
the Director of Curriculum and Guidance, a number of lists 
of books Known to be of some interest to elementary school 
pupils and known also to be available in the library. Each list 


contained a variety of kinds of books at a common level of 


reading difficulty. Each list was designed to be at a different 
level. Thus, pupils were encouraged to read books that were 
both available and within the range of their comprehension. 
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The able and the confident were encouraged to forage more 
venturesomely. 


(5) A tentative summer reading list for high school pu- 
pils was also developed. 


(6) Awarding of State reading certificates, assemblies 
about books and authors, discussions about reading, Book 
Fairs and other devices were employed to stimulate reading. 


(7) The program of building libraries in each of the 
schools continued. Five hundred and thirty-three books were 
added to the high school library in 1959; and 1,005 books, 
to the elementary school libraries. 


(8) In this program the schools have had the most won- 
derful cooperation from the Town librarians, particularly 
from Mrs. Atwood and Mrs. Cobb, who have given guidance 
to all activities. 


Some evidence comes to us that this activity of the 
schools has stimulated some corresponding learning on the 
part of pupils. 


(1) Objective tests in reading comprehension given in 
June revealed progress in all grades beyond that normally 
expected in the grades. 


(2) The central public library reports a great increase 
in circulation of children’s books. We have been told in- 
formally that children are more than matching the library 
activity of the adults. 


(3) The high school library reports also circulation of 
17,828 in 1959, a new record, and an increase of 1536 over cir- 
culation in 1958. 


Nursing Service—a New Approach 

We move into the new decade with a new plan for more 
adequate nursing service in the schools. Throughout the 
1950’s the schools have been served by one nurse assisted in 
recent years by a part-time technician. To conform with 
minimum suggested standards for a school health program, 
our schools need more than one nurse. To provide this new 
service, the School Committee has entered into a contract 
with the Falmouth Nursing Association. By terms of this 
contract, the Association will have three public-health-train- 
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ed nurses, each working in the schools as well as in other 
community health functions. Each nurse will work in a 
separate school. 


| The general supervision of the nursing and health pro- 
gram will be under the head nurse of the Falmouth Nursing 
Association, working under the administrative direction of 
the Superintendent of Schools in carrying out School Com- 
mittee policy. The Association will provide the nurses with 
their transportation and clerical help and will maintain the 
central office out of which the nurses operate. The School 
Committee will pay $7,500 per annum for this service. The 
contract will be terminable upon two month’s notice by either 
party. 

This attempt to provide a comprehensive school nursing 
service by contract with a private, non-profit organiziation 
is a kind of pioneering venture in this area. Its effect will 
be observed with interest in many places. 


Other Indications of Growth 


Other services under the direction of the School Com- 
mittee but auxiliary to the main purpose of the schools have 
changed beyond normal expectation during the ten-year 
period. 


The adult education program has developed from a few 
sporadic, practical arts courses only tenuously connected with 
the schools to a regularly scheduled, two-semester program 
of upwards of fifteen high school, college, and other practical 
arts courses. Enrolling over 425 pupils each semester, these 
courses now occupy a considerable portion of the high school 
building two evenings a week throughout the school year. 


| Business in the School Cafeteria has increased 280% from 
gross sales of $35,881 in 1948-49 to $100,952 last year. The 
total number of sales ten years ago was 134,462; last year 
they totaled 402,773. As has been the case from the begin- 
ning, the cafeterias are supported wholly, except for audit 
and other fiscal controls, from student charges for meals and 
from Federal subsidy. 


Providing school bus transportation in a Town of Fal- 
mouth’s geographic dimensions is a formidable undertaking. 
This service too has increased in scope and cost during the 
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ten-year period. In 1948-49 there were ten busses operating 
at a cost of $22,500. Last year sixteen busses travelled nearly 
three times the distance with nearly three times as many 
pupils for about three times the cost. Fortunately for local 
property taxpayers, more than 85% of this heavy responsi- 
bility for bringing pupils to school in a wide-spread commun- 
ity is borne by State subsidy. 


THE NEW DECADE < 
The Future Teacher Compensation 
The problems relating to teacher salaries have been ma- 
terial for continuing discussion and recurrent action during 
the decade past. They are bound to be as provocative in the 
decade we are entering. Four times before and again this 
year the teacher salary schedule has been modified upward 
—generally in response to the desire to establish and main- 
tain a favorable competitive position in securing and holding 
competent teachers. 


In common with most schools everywhere, compensation 
of Falmouth teachers is related to two factors: (a) amount 
of formal education and training, and (b) years of service. 
Only indirectly does the salary schedule recognize differen- 
tials in amount and quality of service rendered. The aspect 
of quality is measured carefully before the teacher “goes on 
tenure,” and the judgements are expressed in the Commit- 
tee’s decision to continue to hire satisfactory teachers or not 
to rehire those considered unacceptable. After “tenure” this 
procedure may be employed, in most cases, only with damage 
to the morale of the system. Thus after “tenure,” teaching 
quality and quantity is recognized and encouraged in many 
ways, but not generally through salary differentials. To some 
this seems an encouragement to mediocrity; to others it ap- 
pears to be the only way to maintain high group morale—so 
essential to the conduct of good schools. Proponents of each 
point of view are to be found in the teaching profession. The 
matter has been a topic of spirited debate. As a result ways 
of dealing with the problem have been developed and experi- 
mented with in many communities. The School Committe’s 
request that the school staff study these measures with a view 
toward developing policies suitable for Falmouth indicates 
the direction of the teacher compensation debate in the 
decade ahead. 
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School Building Needs—The Future 

| In the past we have been preoccupied with providing for 
increasing numbers of pupils. This preoccupation will con- 
tinue well into the new decade. 


| Ten years from now, in 1969, enrollment in the secondary 
schools, Grades 7 to 12, will certainly have exceeded 1,600 as 
compared with our present enrollment of 1,191. In the ele- 
mentary schools enrollment will reflect future birth rates. 
These may diminish, but probably not for long; for by 1969 
the products of the post-war baby boom will themselves have 
begun to be parents. The prospects in this regard for the 
decade following the one we are entering are ominous. 


As we move into the new decade, our Jr.-Sr. high school, 
planned for 1,000 pupils, is so overcrowded that the educa- 
tional program has, as a consequence, been seriously curtailed. 
In the elementary schools also we shall, by next year, have 
used up all available room for expansion. We have converted 
library rooms, storage space and shops into classroom space. 
We have made classrooms also out of basement space which 
the Department of Public Safety declares is below required 
standards and approves only on a temporary, emergency 


basis. Bach year hereafter the conditions will become worse. 


| The solution to the problem, proposed jointly by the 
School Committee and the School Building Needs Committee, 
is the construction of an intermediate school (or Jr. high 
chool) to take care of grades 8, 7 and 6. By the withdrawal 
f Grades 7 and 8, the Lawrence High School would become 
four-year high school capable of housing the desired edu- 
ational program for the anticipated enrollment of 1,000 
upils or more. 


SBavno ew 


The new intermediate school should be planned for 900 
pupils. It should provide a setting for a complete program 
suited to the special needs of early adolescent boys and girls. 


By this arrangement, the secondary school will be made 
adequate for an indefinite period. The elementary school 
needs will have been met for the present. 


By vote of the last Annual Town Meeting a site for the 
school has been acquired by the Town, and plans for the 
new school as outlined above are being developed under the 
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direction of the School Building Needs Committee. The Com- 
mittee will present the next Annual Town Meeting with a 
proposal for action. If Town Meeting were to act favorably, 
and all were otherwise to go well, the building could be made 
available for use no sooner than September, 1961. That would 
be none too soon. 


Acknowledgements 


In a report such as this, there is space to mention only 
a few of the manifold activities of the schools, and these only 
for illustration. It is manifestly impossible also to mention 
by name all those who have contributed to the success of the 
schools. They are a multitude of individuals, of informal 
groups and formal associations whose words of encourage- 
ment and whose acts of leadership and support have made 
for a better community in which to grow boys and girls. 


Since their work is so frequently taken for granted, I 
would like especially to express gratitude to representatives 
of the press who have come into the schools. They have been 
tireless in digging out and giving to the public accurate and 
objective information about the doings of the schools. This is 
a service indispensable to formulation of good public policy. 


I would like to commend to you the School staff and in 
this way publicly to express my personal gratitude for their 
loyalty and for their ready and creative response to acts of 
leadership.

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Report of the School Building Needs Committee 


To the Citizens of the Town of Falmouth: 


In conformity with the directive of the 1959 Annual Town 
Meeting, the School Building Needs Committee will present 
to the Town Meeting preliminary plans for a new inter- 
mediate school. The Committee will recommend that the 
school for upwards of 900 pupils of grades 6, 7 and 8 be built 
on the site on Jones Road acquired by the Town for this pur- 
pose, and that money be appropriated so that construction 
may be started at the earliest possible time. The Committee 
is preparing a description of the proposed building and cost 
data for distribution prior to Town Meeting. 


In coming to its decision, the Committee has engaged in 
a number of activities. It reviewed and approved the edu- 
cational specifications for the school prepared by the School 
Committee in consultation with the superintendent of schools 
and school staff. After reviewing the credentials of architects 
and personally interviewing representatives of eight firms, 
the Committee selected as architects the firm of Hellman & 
Wilson of Falmouth to develop preliminary plans. Topo- 
graphical plans of the site were prepared by Charles A. White, 
Town Engineer, who has given wholehearted cooperation to 
the project. Around these plans the architects prepared 
studies to determine how best to fit the desired facilities on 
the site. The Committee having accepted a general plot and 
building lay-out, the architects are now making more detailed 
plans as a basis for cost estimates. 


In its earliest thinking, the Committee had thought ofa 
school for 580 to 600 pupils, expansible, by the addition of 
classrooms only, to take care of 900 pupils. As a result of 
further study, however, the Committee is convinced that the 
new school should be constructed now to take care of the 
full 900 enrollment. The Committee has been influenced in 
this decision by the State Department of Public Safety’s 
declaration that three elementary school rooms which are 
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_ now in use are unsatisfactory. The Classrooms do not comply 
with safety standards and therefore may be used now only 
on temporary, emergency basis. This means that additional 
/rooms would have to be added to the proposed new school 
-as originally conceived very shortly after its completion. 
These rooms can be constructed now more economically and 
with less inconvenience. Hence, the Committee’s decision. 


The proposed new building will, of course, relieve enroll- 
ment congestion in the Lawrence High School and in the 
elementary schools. It will provide expansion room indefi- 
-nitely for the growing secondary school population (grades 
7 to 12). If elementary school population were to stabilize, 
‘as it may well do, our present elementary school plant, to- 
gether with the proposed new building, would also be ade- 
‘quate for a long time. If, on the other hand, growth in the 
elementary schools exceeded present expectation, this growth 
‘should be met by construction, according to long-range plan, 
of a new elementary school in the north-west section of the 
‘Town, and, if necessary, by additions to other existing ele- 
‘mentary schools. These schools would then again become 
‘schools for children in grades kindergarten through grade 6. 
‘Whatever the growth, the proposed new school would be ade- 
quate to take care of enrollment in grades 7 and 8 indefinitely. 


During the year also, the School Building Needs Commit- 
‘tee has consulted frequently with architect and builder about 
troublesome matters relating to the completion of the East 
Falmouth School. The Committee still withholds final pay- 
ment, pending correction of faults. The Committee hopes and 
expects that the problems may soon be resolved.

School Building Needs Comm. 
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Report of the Baseball Committee 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Gentlemen: 


There follows the report of the Baseball Committee for 
the year 1959. 

The $3,000.00 appropriation was allocated to the Little 
League, the Babe Ruth League, the Falmouth All-Stars base- 
ball team, the All-Star Football team, the Falmouth Hockey 
team and to three basketball leagues which were sponsored 
by this committee. 

As in previous years budget requests were made to and 
granted to the Baseball Committee. Additional sums for in- 
surance, etc. were raised by the various groups. 

Two new programs were started by the Committee during 
the year. A Pee Wee League to care for the boys in the 8 to 
9 year old bracket was formed by the Little League Com- 
mittee. This program was for the most part instructional 
although intra league games were played.

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Report of the Airport Commission 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


The Falmouth Airport Commission submits the follow- 
ing report for the year 1959. 


Beginning with its first, organization meeting in March, 
the Commission has meet ten times during the year. Repre- 
sentatives have also met on various occasions with the Mass- 
achusetts Airport Commission and personnel of the Division 
of Fisheries and Game. 


Following study of the airport as it then existed in Fal- 
mouth, at its May meeting the Commission unanimously 
reached the conclusions set forth below, and since that time 
have worked diligently and continuously to bring about what 
it belives to be the best and most practical solution for the 
Town. 


It is the Commission’s opinion that Falmouth needs an 
airport now, and that in the future, with the ever-increasing 
use of small and medium sized aircraft for transportation and 
pleasure, the need will become vital. Such an airport should 
have two runways, the principal one of which should be at 
least 4200 feet long. Such an airport exists at Coonamessett, 
the Falmouth Municipal Airport. 


No other suitable site for such an airport within the 
Town is evident to the Commission. Even if another suitable 
site were to exist, it would have to be developed from scratch 
at large expense. The commission does not recommend such 
course of action. 


The Commission also does not recommend that the Town 
become involved in the Federal aid plan for development of 
the Coonamessett site or any other site. The requirements 
and specifications for such development under such plan 
would make the cost extremely high, in spite of Federal and 
State participation. 
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While the Air Force would undoubtedly prefer not to 
have any civil aviation activity within at least ten miles of 
its Otis Air Force Base, the present airport at Coonamessett 
does not apparently interfere with the Otis traffic pattern or 
operations. It is under direct radar, and, to a large extent, 
visual control from the Otis control tower. There has been 
expressed Air Force opposition to several other suggested air- 
port sites. 


The fact that the Town has had opportunities in the past 
to acquire the Coonamessett site and has not acted has no 
bearing on the continually increasing need for a suitable air- 
port and the obvious practical advantage of the Town now 
acquiring one already largely developed and in operation. 


The Commission does not agree that the continued 
presence of the airport in its present 80 acre location will 
materially detract from the useability or practical operation 
of the 1400 acre Crane Wildlife Management Area. The 
Commission feels that in this matter the needs and interest 
of the Town should have priority over the desires of the Com- 
monwealth, following the concept of home rule, and is doing 
everything in its power to obtain from the Commonwealth 
an agreement to sell the Coonamesseett site to the Town. 
The Commission has inserted an article in the Warrant for 
the 1960 Annual Town Meeting asking authorization and 
funds for such acquisition, and trusts that the Town will 
act favorably thereon. 


The Commission believes that the Town should acquire 
the Coonamessett site from the Commonwealth and operate 
it as the Falmouth Municipal Airport, improving it gradually 
with Town funds and/or labor as the need arises, and the 
Commission will continue to work toward this end.

Consolidated Report of Exploratory Study in the 
Areas of Social Welfare 
Conducted by Seven Sub-Committees 
Empowered by the Social Advisory Commitee 


The several Sub-Committees inquired into the various 
areas Of Social Welfare defined by the Social Advisory Com- 
mittee. 


Various public agencies and institutions were contacted 
and estimates of “needy cases” were obtained. “‘Need” was 
determined by members of the agencies contacted. The most 
significant figures were compiled for adult groups or individ- 
uals which were considered in need of specialized help. 

It was found that only limited facilities were available in 
Falmouth for specialized counseling and guidance. Barnstable 
County Facilities are limited due to the over load of cases and 
shortage of personnel. 

Several committees heard representatives from State- 
wide Public Service Organizations on the problems and ad- 
vantages of having a Professional Social Worker available in 
Falmouth. 
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The Volunteer Pools Committee actually practiced what 
it sought to investigate. Members of this committee co- 
operated in furnishing transportation and chaperones for 
youth social functions at the Recreation Building. 

An extensive survey was conducted by the Youth Com- 
mittee to determine the adequacy of existing recreation and 
entertainment facilities. 


The Pre-Nursery School 

At the present time it was felt that there is no immediate 
need for a pre-nursery school for working mothers. All pres- 
ent nursery schools and private kindergarten in the town 
have agreed to give scholarships in their schools to any 
emergency. 

Since the inception of the Sub-Committees, there has 
been several improvements in the area of Social Work. How- 
ever, there are still gaps to be filled. 

It was found that the service of a Professional Social 
Worker could relieve, to great advantage, some of the over- 
loaded facilities that now exist in Falmouth. This service 
could provide specialized help which is presently inadequate 
in some areas and nonexistent in others. A social worker 
could easily consolidate the work in several of the problem 
areas. 

As always, the social advisory Committee and its Direc- 
tors stand ready to welcome new projects for recreational 
services in Falmouth, and it is their sincere wish to serve its 
citizens and their youth in their best interests and in the ad- 
vancement of good recreational activity for them.

Social Advisory Committee 
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Report of Claims and Suits 


February 8, 1960 


Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Dear Sirs: 


Submitted herewith is my report covering the calendar 
year 1959 of the claims and suits against the Town of Fal- 
mouth and the disposition or present standing of the same. 


A. Cases Disposed of in 1959 


1. Edward W. Marble, p.p.a. vs. Joseph F. Costa et al. 
Middlesex Superior Court #204056. 

This case arose out of investigation by Sgt. Costa of the 
possession by the plaintiff of a Falmouth Park Department 
sign. The plaintiff refunded to the Town the cost of the sign. 
Then he brought suit against Sgt. Costa and Desk Officer 
James E. Kelley claiming $5000.00 damages for alleged false 
arrest. This case was heard on defendant’s demurrer at East 
Cambridge Superior Court. The demurrer was over-ruled but 
it resulted in settlement of the case by payment of a nominal 
amount. 


2. Marion M. Meyers et al vs. Town of Falmouth 
Barnstable Superior Court #24945, 

Petitioners sought to obtain damages for the taking by 
the Town of a public easement in the way known as Elm Arch 
Way leading southerly from Main Street to the circle at Elm 
Arch Inn. When this case was about to be reached at Barn- 
stable Superior Court for trial, settlement negotiations took 
place as the result of which the case was settled with the 
approval of the Board of Selectmen by payment to the peti- 
tioners of a moderate amount. 


3. Joseph V. Giberti vs. Town of Falmouth 
Barnstable Superior Court #23658 
This case was for heavy land damages claimed by Joseph 
V. Giberti, former owner, for the land taken by the Town of 
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Falmouth in 1955 for parking purposes. The Town had 
awarded Giberti $25,000.00 at the time of the Taking. At- 
tempts to settle the case at a higher figure than that were 


made on behalf of the Town but failed to bring about a 
settlement. 


Trial took place before a jury at the Barnstable Superior 
Court April 24, 27, 28, 1959. The jury also took a view of the 
property at Old Silver Beach, West Falmouth. The jury ver- 
dict was $35,604.00 which was less than the amount offered 
on behalf of the Town to settle this case. This verdict was 
favorable to the Town particularly in view of petitioner’s 
claim to much larger damages. 


4. Mishara et al vs. Town of Falmouth 
Barnstable Superior Court #25079. 


This was a petition for assessment of land damages al- 
leged to have been caused by the taking by the Town of a strip 
of land in the rear and northerly part of the First National 
Store property on Main Street, Falmouth. The strip of land 
taken was for highway purposes, it being an extension to 
Gifford Street of the Katharine Lee Bates Road. There were 
various ownership and mortgage interests involved as claim- 
ants owned different shares and held different mortgages 
and leases, including the First National Stores, Inc. lease. 


At the trial before Judge Kirk without a jury at Barn- 
stable Superior Court June 22 and 23, 1959, petitioners through 
their expert witnesses sought heavy damages. After the trial, 
Judge Kirk came to Falmouth, accompanied by counsel, and 
took a view of the property involved. He then found the 
damages to be $8,000.00 which figure was very low in com- 
parison with the amounts claimed and was substantially a 
victory for the Town. 


5. Joseph Losordo et al vs. Ray D. Wells et al. 
Barnstable Superior Court #24986. 

The petitioners in this case had appealed from the deci- 
sion of the Falmouth Zoning Board of Appeals whereby said 
Board approved a permit for the erection of a motel on the 
vacant land located on the northerly side of Menauhant Road 
near Great Pond Bridge. This case was fully tried January 6 
and 7, 1959 in the Barnstable Superior Court before Judge 


333 


Macaulay, and a view of the site was taken with both Judge 
and counsel present. 


A long and carefully drafted written decision was handed 
down by Judge Macauley on or about May 12, 1959. His deci- 
sion was a finding of approval of the action of the Falmouth 
Board of Appeals in which they granted the permit for a 
motel as applied for. 


The petitioners filed an appeal from this decision but did 
not prosecute their appeal. Finally on a motion on behalf of 
the Falmouth Board of Appeals the appeal was dismissed and 
a final decree entered, thereby ending this case in favor of 
the Falmouth Board of Appeals. 


6. Doyle et al vs. Ellery C. Davis et al 
Barnstable Superior Court #250198. 

This petitioner had appealed to the Barnstable Superior 
Court from a decision by the Falmouth Zoning Board of Ap- 
peals whereby a permit had been granted to Antone Costa to 
buy and sell shellfish, including lobsters, at his location on 
the westerly shore of Green’s Pond. When this case was about 
to be reached for trial before the Barnstable Superior Court, 
the petitioners withdrew their appeal. The result is that the 
decision of the Falmouth Board of Appeals stands. 


7. Falmouth Harbor Motel Inc. vs. J. Edward Nickerson 
et al. Barnstable Superior Court #24893. 

The Selectmen had granted a permit for a motel to be 
built on three adjoining lots on the northerly side of Robbins 
Road in Falmouth. Falmouth Harbor Motel Inc. had appealed 
to the Barnstable Superior Court. This case was fully tried 
before Judge Frank E. Smith. He decided in favor of the 
action of the Falmouth Board of Selectmen and dismissed 
the appeal of the Falmouth Harbor Motel Inc. which then 
filed exceptions to take the case to the Supreme Court. How- 
ever, it failed to perfect its appeal. Motion on behalf of the 
Selectmen to dismiss the appeal was then filed and granted. 
Therefore, this case is now terminated, and the permit for 
a motel as granted by the Selectmen stands as a valid permit. 


8. Annette W. Hawkins vs. John DeMello, Jr. et al (School 
Committee) Barnstable Superior Court #25283. 

This was an appeal to the Superior Court from the deci- 

sion of the Falmouth School Committee, which after hearing, 
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decided that the appellant school teacher be dismissed. This 
appeal to the Superior Court was heard before Judge Kirk at 
Barnstable June 24 and 25, 1959. His decision sustained the 
action of the School Committee. 


9. Albert C. Libby et al vs. Town of Falmouth 
Barnstable Superior Court #24865. 

This petition for land damages was based upon the Tak- 
ing made by the Town of Falmouth July 3, 1957 of Lot Al 
located in West Falmouth by “The Cliffs” development, the 
land taken extending from Quaker Road, (formerly Shore 
Road), to the waters of Buzzards Bay. This and the adjoin- 
ing property, Lot A, were taken at the same time, thereby 
giving the Town entire beach ownership on Buzzards Bay 
between the Crest Hotel property on the North and “The 
Cliffs” property on the South. 

This case was about to go to trial before a jury at Barn- 
stable when in the course of negotiations a figure was sub- 
mitted by the petitioners’ counsel which appeared to the 
Selectmen, Beach Committee and Town Counsel as an advis- 
able settlement of this case, and settlement was thereupon 
made. 


B. Cases Pending 


1. Andrew Barboza vs. Elijah Adlow, Chief Justice of the 
Municipal Court of Boston, Civil Service Commission- 
ers of the Commonwealth and the Town of Falmouth. 
Suffolk Superior Court #539082. 

This case involves numerous attempts in various Court 
proceedings to overcome the adverse decisions against this 
former member of the Falmouth Police Department which 
had resulted in his removal as a police officer. In none of 
these proceedings was he successful. Some of these hearings 
were: Feb. 6, before Judge Kirk on the demurrer of the de- 
fendants which demurrer was sustained; on July 30, before 
Judge Fairhurst; on August 20, before Judge Lurie. 

The present status of this case is that there is a Judg- 
ment against Barboza; that since that Judgment Barboza, has 
filed a Motion to Vacate said Judgment which motion has not 
yet been disposed of. 

In these numerous court proceedings at Boston, it was 
considered advisable to retain Hugh Morton, Esq., to act with 
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and, if need be on some occasions, for the Town Counsel. 
Atty. Morton, formerly represented in this same litigation 
the State Civil Service Commission and Judge Adlow. His 
assistance has been valuable in opposing the various attempts 
on the part of Barboza trying to upset the decisions against 
him. 


C. Land Damage Cases 


1. Edward C. Hazelton and Julia Ann Hazelton vs. In- 
habitants of the Town of Falmouth 
Barnstable Superior Court #24864. 

This Petition was brought February 12, 1958, seeking a 
determination of their land damages caused by layout of new 
road through their property. Attempts to settle this case have 
failed. It is now on the Barnstable jury trial list. 


2. Donald R. Blair et al vs. Inhabitants of Town of Fal- 
mouth 
Barnstable Superior Court #25054 and #25564 
Leslie B. Youngs vs. same #24924. 

These are three land damage cases arising out of land 
takings originally of the extension of the Katharine Lee Bates 
Road and more recently of its widening under which the Town 
has now taken the entire lots of land with the dwelling houses 
thereon of these two sets of owners, Donald R. Blair et al and 
Leslie B. Youngs et al. 


These takings, as now made, would appear to bring about 
the result that each of these ownerships should be paid the 
full fair market value of each property. Under these circum- 
stances, these matters should be determined without the 
necessity of a Court trial. The Town, having taken the entire 
real estate of each owner, ought to be prepared to pay the 
fair market value to each owner. 


The group of Land Damage Cases arising out of the wid- 
ening and relocation of Gifford Street remain pending in the 
Barnstable Superior Court. There is an Article in the Town 
Warrant for the 1960 Annual Town Meeting which, if the 
proposed action is taken thereon, may eliminate all of this set 
of Land Damage Cases.

No. 25187—Lewis C. Weeks vs. Town of Falmouth. 

Petitioner claims damages for land taken by the Town for 
parking purposes. This is the parcel of land located on land 
abutting in part on the shore of Shivericks Pond. The award 
by the Town for this land was $1,850.00. The case is on the 
trial list of the Superior Court. It is hoped that the case may 
be settled without trial. 


Other Pending Land Damage Cases in The Barnstable 
Superior Court are: 


No, 24779 John F. Ferreira et al vs. Town of Falmouth. 

Petitioners seek land damages for land taken as an addi- 
tion to Davis Marine Park. The case is on the Superior Court 
list awaiting trial. 


No. 24813 Grace B. Harvey vs. Town of Falmouth. 

This is a more recent case substituted for a previous case 
brought by the same petitioner. This is for damages for land 
taken for road purposes northerly of a new proposed Menau- 
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hant Road. There has been some discussion of a possible 
settlement of this case. 


No, 25090 Anna B. Richardson vs. Town of Falmouth. 

Petitioner claims damages incurred by reason of a taking 
made of Elm Arch Way for the purposes of making it into a 
public way. This case is pending on the Barnstable trial list. 


There is one District Court case still pending—Thomas 
H. Myslicki vs. Henry L. Meyer, District Court of Central Mid- 
dlesex #17228 Concord, Mass. 


Myslicki, in attempting to pass a Town snowplow engaged 
at the time in plowing snow collided with it and damaged his 
automobile. His insurance company paid for his repairs and 
now, in his name, seeks to recover. The facts are such that 
there seems to be no chance for him to recover. 


RECENT NEW CASES 


1. Lewis G. Pollock vs. Town of Falmouth. 
Suffolk Superior Court #542113. 

Lewis G. Pollock, a Boston lawyer, brought suit under 
writ dated September 1, 1959, against the Town of Falmouth 
in an action for personal injuries, setting the amount in his 
writ as $5,000.00. 


He alleges that on May 30, 1959, while walking on the 
roadway which runs between the Tides Hotel and the Fal- 
mouth Yacht Club at Falmouth Heights, he was caused to be 
injured by the carelessness and negligence of the Town in 
permitting a defect in said road, three feet in length and 14 
inches in depth as the result of which he suffered severe per- 
sonal injuries, etc. 


Notice of his claim was received by the Town Clerk June 
26, 1959. At that time, no such defect or indication of such 
defect could be located, and also there was no police record 
and seems to have been no medical record in Falmouth of this 
accident and injuries. 


Plaintiff, however, states he has medical bills for X-ray 
and treatment, sprain of left foot, loss of earnings as an 
attorney, etc. 


This case is not yet on any trial list in Suffolk (Boston). 
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2. Anna D. Sylvia vs. Town of Falmouth. 
Barnstable Superior Court #17486. 

By writ dated December 5, 1959, Mrs. Anna D. Sylvia, 
brought suit in the First District Court of Barnstable for per- 
sonal injuries against the Town of Falmouth, setting her 
damages in the writ as $10,000.00. 

In the declaration filed, it is alleged that she was caused 
to sustain injuries by reason of a defective condition at the 
Town Bathing Beach; namely, a jagged piece of iron con- 
cealed by the sand and that this penetrated her lower right 
leg with resultant pain and suffering and medical and other 
expenses as well as loss of employment. 

It appeared advisable to remove this type of case from 
the District Court to the Barnstable Superior Court which was 
done, where it is now listed. There has been discussion about 
possible settlement. 


3. Henry G. Behrens et al (Falmouth Finance Commit- 
tee) vs. John DeMello et al (Falmouth Board of Public 
Welfare). Barnstable Superior Court #25617 

This is a Petition for a Declaratory Judgment brought by 
the members of the Falmouth Finance Committee, both in 
their capacity as such members and also, as stated in the 
petition, “as ten or more tax payers of the Town of Falmouth.” 

On February 17, 1959 at the Annual Town Meeting, under 
Item #2 of the budget, the sum of $7,000.00 had been raised 
and appropriated for the Finance Committee. This was 
$5000.00 above the normal appropriation of $2000.00. It was 
stated at the Town Meeting that as a basis for this additional 
$5000.00 appropriation that the $5000.00 was to be used fora 
survey of the Falmouth Public Welfare Department, to be 
conducted by an outside agency. There was opposition to 
this appropriation at the Town Meeting on the ground that 
the State could and would make such an investigation with- 
out any substantial expense to the Town. Statements were 
also made to the effect that it was a matter for a State Com- 
mittee and a matter of privacy by law. 

The Falmouth Public Welfare Board had advised the 
representatives of the Falmouth Finance Committee that, 
acting in accordance with instructions of the State District 
Director, mames and certain records of the Public Welfare 
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Department could not be disclosed and investigated by any 
agent employed by the Falmouth Finance Committee. How- 
ever, the Falmouth Finance Committee entered into a con- 
tract with Economic Development Associates Inc. of Boston 
to make the survey. James F. Shurtleff of the Economic De- 
velopment Associates, Inc. was refused access to the case 
records and the name files by the Chairman of the Public 
Welfare Board on the ground that the laws forbid such dis- 
closure. 


In the meantime, the Falmouth Public Welfare Board had 
applied to the State Public Welfare Board that an investi- 
gation be made of all of the public welfare records of Fal- 
mouth, i.e.; General Welfare, Aid to Dependent Children, 
Disability Aid and Old Age Assistance. The State representa- 
tives thereupon made an investigation and submitted a writ- 
ten preliminary report of their investigation under date of 
October 28, 1959. 


On or about the 4th of November, 1959, from the office 
of Attorney Gerald P. Walsh, New Bedford, the Finance Com- 
mittee filed their Petition for a Declaratory Judgment. 


On November 9th at the Barnstable Superior Court, the 
application of the Finance Committee for a Restraining Order 
to prevent the Falmouth Board of Public Welfare from refus- 
ing access to the Economic Development Associates Inc. of 
said public welfare records was argued before Judge Donahue 
of the Superior Court. The request for a Restraining Order 
was refused. At the same time, Judge Donahue ordered the 
pleadings of the Public Welfare Board be filed by the follow- 
ing Friday, November 13. On that date, a Demurrer and 
Answer of the Falmouth Public Welfare Board was filed. On 
December 2, Motion was filed on behalf of the Falmouth Board 
of Public Welfare to have the demurrer heard at Boston, and 
on December 11, the demurrer was argued at Boston by coun- 
sel for both parties before Judge DeSaulnier. However, Judge 
DeSaulnier did not decide the matter of the Demurrer but 
ordered the demurrer and hearing on the merits take place 
at Barnstable as the first case on the January 1960 Jury 


Waived List. 


On January 4th, the case was heard before Judge Thomp- 
son at Barnstable, testimony being given by the following 
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witnesses called on behalf of the Falmouth Finance Com- 
mittee: John DeMello, Jr., Chairman of the Falmouth Board 
of Public Welfare; Henry G. Behrens, Chairman and David 
H. Amend of the Falmouth Finance Committee and James F. 
Shurtleff of the Economic Development Associates Inc. On 
behalf of the Falmouth Public Welfare Board, no witnesses 
were called. The case was argued by counsel for both parties 
and a further brief was filed on behalf of the Falmouth Public 
Welfare Board. The decision of Judge Thompson, after al- 
lowing an amendment on behalf of the Falmouth Finance 
Committee, was that the demurrer be sustained, and an In- 
terlocutory Decree was entered to that effect. 


Motion for Final Decree and draft of Final Decree have 
been prepared and soon will be presented for allowance in 
Boston, after which it is expected that, in accordance with 
information, an appeal is to be taken to the Massachusetts 
Supreme Court by the Falmouth Finance Committee for a 
final decision on this matter. 


CONCLUSION 

During the past year, several of the major cases against 
the Town have been disposed of by trial, with results generally 
favorable to the Town or its Boards. In the Land Damage 
Cases, the amount of damages as assessed have, fortunately, 
also been favorable to the Town; also many favorable settle- 
ments of other cases have been made. 

The appropriation for Claims and Suits, now a budget 
item, should be increased from the usual amount of $1500.00. 
This suggestion is made because there are now pending two 
cases in which large damages are claimed both of which cases 
probably could be settled promptly for moderate amounts if 
the funds were readily available.

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Report of the Planning Board 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


The Planning Board submits the following report for the 
year 1959. 

Twelve regular and seven special meetings were held 
during the year, including seventeen hearings on subdivision 
plans and zoning matters. One hundred and sixteen plans 
were submitted to the Board for its action. The Board has 
been represented on various committees to which its mem- 
bers are accredited, and members have attended various 
meetings and hearings of other Town bodies and local 
organizations. 

A survey of traffic and parking conditions has been 
made for the Board by the engineering firm of Bruce Camp- 
bell & Associates, of Boston, and the Board will attempt to 
implement the recommendations contained in this survey 
report over the next three years. The Board feels strongly 
that unless most of these recommendations are carried out, 
the economic health and values of the central business dis- 
trict, and hence of the Town at large, may suffer disastrously. 

Various project referred to in last year’s report have not 
progressed as far or as rapidly as had been hoped, but the 
Board will continue to work for the completion of a new road 
map, various road projects and improvements in the Zoning 
By-Law. The Board continues to recommend use of the Bet- 
terment Act to reduce the taxpayer’s cost of certain road 
construction. 

In general, all of the Board’s efforts have been and will 
be directed toward improving the economic health and at- 
tractiveness of the entire community so that Falmouth may 
continue to become an ever better place in which to live.

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Report of the Ambulance Committee 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


Following is the annual report of the Ambulance Com- 
mittee for the year ending December 31, 1959. 

The meetings of this Committee were held as needed, in 
the Fire Department Headquarters, with all members at- 
tending. 

The chief concern in the operation of this department 
this year has been the constant need of repairs and the re- 
placement of parts to our two ambulances. The maintenance 
of these vehicles has become an alarmingly costly item, and 
also one of anxiety, as naturally such emergency vehicles 
should be ready at all times for dependable service. Notation 
is made at this time that the use of our old ambulance was 
required thirty-five times this year, in comparison with thir- 
teen trips in 1958. 

However, considering the present condition of the am- 
bulances, in view of the fact that so much major repair work 
has been necessitated in 1959, the Committee feels that these 
vehicles should be used for another year. In the meantime, 
careful study and investigation shall be made during 1960 to 
determine what new vehicle will be best for the Department, 
to be requested in 1961. 

In cooperation with the Town Treasurer, concerted effort 
was made in the collection of overdue accounts, aS well as 
current charges. The books show this effort has been repaid, 
although no arrangement has yet been completed with the 
Welfare Department for the collection of the accounts of 
their recipients. It is believed such payment by the Welfare 
Department would mean some reimbursement to the Town 
by State agencies. 

Classes in First Aid were conducted by John Tulis, Red 
Cross instructor, and attended by all Ambulance drivers, in 
the spring of 1959. The new method of mouth to mouth re- 
suscitation was the main issue, and oxygen catheters and 
resusitubeS were purchased as equipment on the ambulances.
